AS will be seen from our news columns the suggestion made by 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE in its issue of August 23rd 


M. Sazonoff's _last, that an attempt should be made to raise the 
Visit and a question of the Russo-Jewish persecution in connec- 
Jewish tion with the visit of the Russian Foreign Minister 
Deputation. (M. SAZONOFF) to England, was taken up by the 


Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. The attempt has failed. But it 
was eminently worth making, if only because on the one hand, the 
distressing situation in Russia forbade the exclusion of any chance of 
amelioration, however slender or remote, while, on the other, the failure 
will form but another stone in the edifice of wrong which M, 
SAZONOFF'S Government provides for our brethren in the dominions 
of the TSAR. The Conjoint Committee have done their duty in this 
matter, and have earned the gratitude of Jews the world over. 


As for the reply of the Foreign Office that the reception of a Jewish 
deputation upon the Jewish problem would have been tantamount to 


‘an intervention in the internal affairs’ of Russia, we can only say 


that it is exactly Russia which by its incessant oppression of its Jewish 
population is all the time “ intervening” in the internal affairs of severa 
other States. Our own Aliens Act, to go no further, is a mute testimony 
to her constant “intervention.” In any case, at a time when Russian 
troops are in occupation of a portion of Persian territory, and 
the leading European Powers are busily offering advice to Turkey 
and the Balkan States, Sir KDWARD GREY’s plea is a mere 
diplomatic Shibboleth if if be not sheer diplomatic hypocrisy. Although 
Sir EDWARD GREY did not find it possible to receive a Jewish deputa- 
tion, we can only hope that the opportunity of raising the Jewish 
Question during M. SAZONOFF'’S visit was not entirely neglected either 
| It should not have been by 
those who cherish the entente as a vital part of present British foreign 
policy, if only for the reason that Jewish and similar persecutions are 
resented by all classes in Great Britain, and therefore do not tend 
towards the promotion of kindly feeling between this country and 
Russia.

The 
fact that that Company has been bitterly attacked recently has added 
zest to the onslaught upon the ROTHSCHILDS for their supposed con- 
nection with the concern. 


Among the papers that have joined in this raucous chorus has beea 


the Daly Herald, and Messrs. ROTHSCHILD have taken the clearly 
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wise course of instructing their solicitors to challenge the statements 
and to demand their retraction. It is interesting to observe what 
excuse the journal offers for what it has been saying. When brought 
to book the Editor has the sheer impertinence to seek to defend him- 
self by pleading that, although it is true, as the solicitors stated, that 

neither Messrs. N. M. ROTHSCHILD and Sons, nor any member of the 
ROTHSCHILD family are in any way interested in the Prudential Com- 
pany or any Approved Society, either as holders of shares or connected 
in any shape or way with their management,” yet the fact remains that 
the Alliance Assurance Company, of which Lord ROTHSCHILD is 
Chairman, holds 500 shares of the Prudential Company, out of a 
million shares that are issued. Upon this ridiculous ground, and the 
fact that shares in the Alliance are held by the ROTHSCHILDS, does the 
Editor of the paper in question venture to justify the attacks he has made 
upon the ROTHSCHILD firm and its honoured head, and seek to 
substantiate his statement that they are interested in the Insurance 
Act through being financially concerned in the Prudential Company !’ 


THAT Messrs. ROTHSCHILD have been able thus effectually to 
prick the silly bubble is not surprising. What does 
surprise us is that the Editor of the Daily Herald, 
when thus brought to book, has not the manliness— 
we had almost written the honesty—to apologise and 
express regret. The language that has been used in that paper, and in 
other journals, has been specifically employed in order to induce its 
readers to believe that the Prudential Company was practically a 


concern of the ROTHSCHILDS, and that the Prudential, and hence the 
ROTHSCHILDS, will profit largely from the Insurance Act at the expense

of the poor. And now that it turns out that the whole connection with. 


the concern of the House of ROTHSCHILD, or any member of it, is that 
Lord ROTHSCHILD is Chairman of a Company which happens to have 
invested in 500 shares in the Prudential, the Editor of the Daily Herald 
coolly pleads that his statements and his attacks were justified. 


We hops, despite this attitude, that there will be an end now of the 
nonsensical talk, animated as it is largely by sentiments that are not 
creditable in themselves, and which must damage the cause that 
those who harbour them ostensibly desire to serve. If wealth were 
universally employed as beneficently, as considerately, as liberally, and 
as lavishly for the benefit of others as have always been the vast 
resources of the House of ROTHSCHILD, we should hear little or nothing 
of complaint against the capitalists. But because the ROTHSCHILDS 
happen to be capitalists, it is manifestly unfair and clearly ridiculous 
to condemn them because there are other capitalists who have a far 
less exalted view of the duties and the obligations which vast riches 
impose. Differentiation, where, as in this case, it is so fully deserved, 
is not only a matter of justice; it is one of mere common-sense.

THERE was a very remarkable article under this heading in the 
Times of last Saturday from its Constantinople 
correspondent. Its whole object seems to have 
been to drag the Jews of Palestine, and the Zionist 
movement in particular, into the swirling cross- 
currents of Anglo-German differences, and to 
prejudice Zionism in English eyes by branding it as an instrument 
of German aggrandisement. The writer quotes at length the opinions 
of a correspondent of the Osmanischer Lloyd, and, among other 
things, the connection which that correspondent alleges between 
and the growth of German influence in Palestine. 
The reasons advanced are that ° the economic interests of German and 
Jewish settlers in Palestine are identical,’ while the ends of German 
commercial policy will be furthered by the fact that many Jewish 
settlers in Palestine understand Yiddish, which is a German dialect. 
If both these reasons were valid it would still be difficult to charge 
Zionism with any responsibility for either. But we are given no 
evidence in support of them—no proof, statistical or otherwise—that 
the presence of Jews in the Holy Land is furthering the cause of 
German trade there; on the contrary, the latest available returns 
show the vast and increasing preponderance of English trade in 
Palestine—while as to the connection of Yiddish with German, 
the correspondent appears to be ignorant of the persistent efforts of 
Zionists to displace that jargon for pure Hebrew as the living 
language of the country. Then we are told that the great majority of 
the Jewish economic or educational agencies at work in Palestine are 
‘German-Jewish.” The list which is quoted shows no such dispro- 
portion. But even if it did, the precise connection of some of the 
specifically German agencies with Zionism would be hopelessly remote. 
Since when, for instance, has the Hilfsverein been classed as a Zionist 
organisation? The writer, in fact, seems to confuse indiscriminately 
all Jewish institutions in Palestine with professedly Zionist bodies—a 
confusion for which there is no sort or shred of foundation or justifica- 
tion. “ Given the predominantly German-Jewish character of 
Zionism,’ we are informed, “the British public . . . will be 
well advised to take more than a platonic interest in the movement.” 
But this predominance is exactly what we are not prepared to “ give.” 
It does not exist if Zionism be taken as synonymous with Judaism (as 
the correspondent has it) ; and it is utterly and absurdly inaccurate if 
Zionism be taken in its correct and literal sense.

If Russian adherents and enthusiasms 
were subtracted from the movement, it would be deprived of most of 
its vitality, nor ought it to be forgotten that the Red Ticket Passport, 
to which the correspondent refers, was instituted in Palestine to check the 
immigration of Russian (not German) Jews, owing to the Sultan’s fear 
of Russian (not German) influence. If Germany possessed in Zionism | 
a valuable instrument of commercial or political expansion, we might 

have expected a large measure of official support for it. But nothing of 

the kind has been apparent. There is no likelihood that English sympa- 
thisers with Zionism—and the same may be said of adherents in other 

parts of the Empire, the enthusiastic adherents of the movement in 

Canada, for instance, who have recently been so lavish of their contri- 

butions—would ever countenance the degradation of Jewish idealism 

into a sort of tenth-rate mistress of German or any other country’s 

diplomacy. It is, in fact, high time that the whole theory as to the 

Teutonism of the Zionist movement were cast upon the rubbish heap 

of anti-Jewish mancuvres and prejudices. Let not the writers of these 

articles cloak distrust of the Jew under the guise of love of Britain ; for 

no one acquainted with the facts is in the least likely to be deceived.

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THE LIBERAL JEWISH SYNAGOGUE. 
A COMMUNAL “SOLEMN ASSEMBLY.” 
By MENTOR. 
T: success of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue is likely to be regarded as 


the outstanding feature, at least so far as Anglo-Jewry is concerned, 

of the holy days which, in a day or two, will be past. With that 

body in its religious practice, forms and ceremonies, we may feel little 

sympathy. We may regard the mere existence of the Union as a sign 
of decadence. The synagogue has been called Avernus vii Berkeley Street. 
We may sneer at it as Judaism and water. We may laugh at it as a gross 
parody of our ancient faith. We may twit its members with playing at 
being Jews. More serious still, we may look with distrust and foreboding at 
the neglect of Hebrew by this synagogue, and ask how a congregation can 
exist which has yielded up its soul by. regarding the language of its people as 
a dead tongue. All this animadversion, and a great deal more that from one 
point of view is eminently justified, has been common ever since Mr. Claude 
Montefiore—far and away the strongest man religiously as a communal leader we 
have among us—founded the Union. The fact remains that during the holy days 
Hill Street gathered a vast congregation, orderly, decorous, devoted. Despite 
all that has been said of it, the Liberal Jewish Synagogue has proved itself to 
be a factor that has now to be reckoned with in our communal! economics. 


The Jewish Religious Union at its start was ostensibly brought into being 
aga salvation’ movement for English Jews. It was an effort to recall to the 
flock those who had strayed, who felt no sympathy with the average syna- 
gogue service, to whom the average synagogue prayers did not appeal, and 
to whom the average synagogue ritual was utterly distasteful. We know the 
course usually taken by these derelict vessels. Men and women upon 
whom the ritual and service of the average Synagogue strike as a 
stridulous cacophony, first lapse from attending on minor occasions. 
The second day Yomtov is usually the first strand in the rope which 
becomes unravelled. Next, Sabbath attendance becomes lax. Then 
the first days of the less important Yomtovim follow the second days. 
Abstinence from synagogue on Rosh Hashana, and on first day Passover 
finds the human vessel broken away from the synagogal harbour-bar. 


Finally, Yom Kippur goes the way of the rest, and then the 
vessel is derelict on the sea of nothingarianism. It was to 
draw these derelicts home that the Union was started. It is 


said that it has succeeded in many flagrant cases. It is claimed that men and 
women who had never for years entered a synagogue have been induced to 
enter here, and that having entered they have remained. It may be too 
early to judge whether this is a permanent or an evanescent effect; whether 
the novelty of the situation has temporarily attracted. Nor must we forget 
that the Minister of the Union is a man of marked personality and 
wonderful power. Mr. Mattuck, preaching Orthodoxy, could fill any Orthodox 
Synagogue in London on high days and at holy times. | 


None the less, to ignore the fact that the Liberal Jewish Synagogue has 
succeeded to the extent that it has were mere fatuity. Nor should we be 
oblivious of the further fact that aconsiderable proportion of the congregation that 
attended during the holy days was made up of men and women who, by no stretch 
of the term, could be called religious derelicts. They were Jews and Jewesses, 
who, having been members of other synagogues, had joined the Liberal Syna- 
gogue because the service appealed to them. These are facts which Orthodoxy 
must ponder over, and which Reform, as known at Berkeley Street, has not 
been slow to grasp. The foundation of the Synagogue at Hill Street was the 


signal for a large accession of English into the service at the West London 
place of worship. 

Orthodoxy cannot reasonably shut its eyes to the success of the Liberal 
Synagogue for two reasons. In the first place, a large proportion of the 
derelicts that had been called back by the Union are Orthodoxy’s dere- 
licts. In the second, it is safe to say that since many hitherto attending 
orthodox synagogues found a satisfaction of the soul in the synagogue at 
Hill Street which they lacked elsewhere, there must be many more who, 
still attending orthodox synagogues, find no satisfaction of soul in the services 
they provide. These are points to which Orthodoxy should direct its very 
serious attention. They are matters for earnest searching of heart. Irom that 
searching there must emerge one of two conclusions. Orthodoxy may say: 
we cannot hope to hold the whole of Jewry steadfast in our religion in present 
circumstances. That is more than even we pray for, for we merely pray that 
“the remnant of Israel”’ may be saved. Our duty it is to carry on the great 
and high traditions of Judaism faithfully, steadfastly and truly, from generation 
to generation, and it is better far to lose the weaklings and the maleontents 
who, in the end, must be useless to us, rather than to vary by a jot or a tittle 
the traditions which for us are sacred. Or Orthodoxy may say: The letter of 
the law is not to us the value of the spirit of the law. We have to 
broaden. and widen with the times in which we find ourselves. 
Tradition. is merely an expression of the will of the people for 
the time being, crystallised. by habit. When it becomes fossilised 
into an unchanging form in which the habits, the wishes, the desires, 
the circumstances of the people are ignored, Tradition, far from being sacred, 
becomes unworthy. To argue which of these answers Orthodoxy should 
render is not here the purpose. Here purpose is but to call attention to 


some simple facts. That the Liberal Synagogue, out-reforming reform, has 
gathered together through these holy days vast congregations composed in 
some part, at least, of men and women who had long drifted from Judaism 
and Jewish practice, to whom the synagogue had been non est, and in some 
part of those who, not having actually drifted, had continued attendance at 
synagogue, from time to time, but whose attitude towards it had long been 


one of sheer indifference and laisser faire, are palpable facts which ought 
not to need insistence. 

Of this we may rest tolerably sure. Whether the Liberal Synagogue has 
come to stay, or is merely a temporary incident in our communal life, it has 
proved two things. It has proved that it has the capacity for bringing back to 
the fold of Judaism, if only for the time being, those who had long ago strayed 
away. It has proved, too, that there are numbers of Jews and Jewesses who 
ordinarily attend and are members of orthodox synagogues to whom it is able 
to supply a service in consonance with their spiritual aspirations, such as the 
average synagogue fails to supply. This lesson must remain unaffected by 
whatever may be the ultimate fate of the Liberal Synagogue. That body 
will have performed a signal service to Orthodoxy, if it will have been the 
means of Orthodoxy apprising itself of these patent conclusions. There is no 
need for any of us to support the Union or to applaud its method of service, 
or the form of its ritual, in order to reap the full advantage of the lessons 
which it teaches us. The spiritual salvation of Jews is little less important 
than their material salving. To shield our people from the persecution and 
the hatred of Russia, Roumania, and of countries where our people suffer, to 
fight the Blood Accusation and those who would pervert Jews—these have 
been long recognised as the duty of all Jewry, irrespective of the special form 
of practice into which they translate the creed of Judaism. To rescue Jewish 
souls from drifting is as much an obligation of the whole of Jewry as is the 
protection of Jewish bodies from outrage and assault. 


Is Orthodoxy going to leave to one section of our community the salving 
of the souls of our people? It is pretty certain that the derelicts drawn back 
by the Liberal Synagogue will remain in the Liberal Synagogue if they remain 
anywhere at all, and will not come back to Orthodoxy. If the Liberal Syna- 
gogue is able not alone to draw in the derelicts, but to draw away to itself 


those who are not derelicts from Orthodoxy, the power of the Liberal 


Synagogue in the future may be greater than we at present care to 
recognise. It has already made a vast breach in the walls of tradition 
once surrounding unbroken Berkeley Street Synagogue, which for upwards 
of half a century refused even the modicum of English in the service 
that was permitted in orthodox congregations by the late Chief Rabbi. 
It is manned by those whose earnestness and devotion, whose highmindedness 
and soulfulness, are beyond cavil’ or question. The success of the Liberal 
Synagogue may be welcomed by those who do not sympathise with its form of 
service or its method of ritual. ‘In my father’s house are many mansions,” 
is an aphorism that is not found in the Old Testament. The applica- 
tion of it as applied to Jewry presents a truth which it were well we should 
recognise. The cast-iron mould of Judaism—one form for a whole people— 
is an impracticable impossibility. It is as absurd to regard the forms and the 
ceremonies, the rituals and the methods of service of, say, the average 
United Synagogue synagogue as “ orthodox ’’ Judaism, as it is to denounce the 
Chevra and the “‘ Leeds Rabbi’’ Synagogue because they do not attune to our 
western notions, as relics of medieval superstition. A real United Synagogue 
would allow vast variations of service suitable to each of the component 
synagogues. Who can believe that every man and woman at Hampstead or 
at the New West End Synagogue finds the same service appeal with equal 
force to them as do the men and women at Dalston or at Bayswater! An 
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organ in the synagogue is probably contrary to Jewish law, though there are 
many orthodox synagogues on the Continent where instrumental music is 
permitted. Instrumental music in the synagogue would shock, scandalise, and 
be utterly distasteful and painful to some Jews. To compel them to if 
because to other Jews it forms a potent aid to devotion and the elevation of 
the soul, would be something approaching moral tyranny. Unity is a great 
ideal for the Jew. It is the aspiration of greatness. Uniformity is ridiculous. 


It is the striving of the petty. 


If the Liberal Jewish Synagogue is able to call back derelicts and to 
satisfy the soul hunger of those to whom orthodox synagogues do not appeal, 
then it is doing a great service to the community, and should be welcomed 
not least by the orthodox among us. It cannot be a good thing for Orthodoxy 
that there should be a large number of derelicts amongst us, nor that men 
and women should attend orthodox Synagogues to whom the service does not 
appeal, and to whom the ritual and practice are repugnant. When the United 
Synagogue is able to take into its folds the Jewish Religious Union, as well as 
Berkeley Street, and the Federation of Synagogues, as well as Bevis Marks, 
it will have risen from a mere vestry to a body with Imperial 
characteristics. The day on which the soi disant United Synagogue, becomes 
a real United Synagogue and gathers its representatives from all sections 
of Jewry, provincial and metropolitan, orthodox, super-orthodox, reform, and 
super-reform, from the people who say Baruch Atah as well as the people 
who say Boruch Ato—that day, at least for Anglo-Jewry, will be truly a day 
of Solemn Assembly. It is an ideal to which we would do well to look 
forward. Itis an aspiration towards which we should endeavour to work. 
A Jewry united without uniformity would be strongly united just because of 
its lack of uniformity. 

Is there not to be found in this very ideal of the communal Solemn 
Assembly which is here ventured, the real root difficulty of the Chief Rab- 
binate, which just now oppresses us? 'The facts and circumstances among 
which, as a community we are placed, impel us to the ideal. Our difficulty 
arises, because we apparently fail to recognise the facts and the circum- 
stances, and act as if we really believed it were possible for us to maintain 
uniformity without sacrificing unity. MENTOR.

PERVERTING JEWS. 


Forcible Conversions in Constantinople. 
[From our Correspondent. |] 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 


An event which has deeply stirred the whole Jewish community occurred 
this week at Haydar-Pasha, one of the finest faubourgs of Constantinople. A 
young girl, belonging to a respectable Jewish family named Frand)ji, was abducted 
from her home by French Assumptionist Sisters and placed in one of their 
convents. What stirred us all the more was the fact that five other Jewish girls 
were likely to meet with the same fate, but the indiscretion of a person in the 
convent enabled an alarm to be given to their parents, so that these five souls were 


‘saved. 


All the representations made by the parents of the girl Frandji, the police, and 
the Jewish Communal Council to the Superiors of the convent and to the French 
Embassy (under the protection of which all convents and congregationist schools are 
placed), were futile. The Superior had the cynical daring to reply to the parents 
that if they insisted on their daughter being returned to her they would receive 
only her corpse. 

A committee of young men and. women has been formed at Haydar-Pasha 
with the object of boycotting all the schools of the Assumptionists in that quarter, 
which are attended by hundreds of pupils of all religious denominations. The 
initial efforts of the young ladies have been crowned with success, for, in addition 
to Jewish families, some forty Mohammedan families have withdrawn their 
children from the schools. | 

It is proposed to establish similar committees at Haskeuy, where thousands of 
Jewish children frequent the schools of the Protestant Mission. Following the 
example set by the London conversionists, the children are attracted by gifts and 


other methods of seduction, such as excursions into the country and entertain- 


ments. It is comforting to know that in spite of all the efforts put forth and the 
considerable expenditure incurred, not a single conversion has taken place at 
Haskeuy. 

Unfortunately, all the endeavours of the new committees at Haydar- Pasha 
and Haskeuy cannot be successful owing to the lack of sufficient schools ; 
especially at Haskeuy, where the accommodation provided in the schools of the 
Alliance Israélite is far below requirements. For several years the poorest Jewish 
families in the district have recognised the value of education, and they base all 
their hopes on their children in order that they may one day be raised from their 
present sad plight. In the absence of accommodation in the Jewish schools they 
prefer, though it goes against the grain, to send their children to the mission 
schools rather than let them run about the streets. 

On the Day of Atonement, all the worshippers in the synagogue at Haydar- 
Pasha solemnly pledged themselves, at the instance of the Kabbi, no longer to 
send their children to the Assumptionist Schools. During the reading of the 
Torah, offerings, amounting to 10,000 francs, were made with the view to the 
re-organisation of the Communal School, so that the Jewish children on leaving 
the Christian Schools might obtain there a sound education. 


THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 
Army Protest against an Anti-Semitic Act. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


I have to record a pro-Jewish act from a quarter generally reluctant to rank 
among our active supporters through fear of evoking the displeasure of the “ high 
spheres.” The Commander of the Romni Regiment, stationed at Kursk, recently 
despatched a petition to the Senate, complaining of the exile (from Kursk) of a 
Jew (Belozerkoveky), who had always shown his deepest interest in the welfare of 
the soldiers, and picturing the seriousness of the loss of his services to the regi- 
ment. The Senators rejected the petition on the ground that the Jew 
concerned ought to approach them himself, but, in accordance with a Ministerial 
order, the Jew will not be able to return to Kursk. | 

EXPULSIONS FROM VILLAGES. 


Advocate Sliosberg has announced that the Jewish communal workers at St. 
Petersburg were actively engaged in making representations in connection with the 
numerous expulsions of Jews from the villages in the South of Russia, and that 
hopes were entertained of a successful termination to their efforts. The action of 
the Jewish communal workers, as is already known to the readers of the 
J& WISH CHRONICLE, was supported by the representations of the merchants of St. 
Petersburg, Moscow, and the South of Russia, who also protest against the ex- 
pulsions from towns of the type of Nicolaieff, Kursk and Kieff, where the insecurity 
of the position of the Jews is most marked. As far as Kursk is concerned, orders 
ag already been received there from St. Petersburg to annul the expulsions of 
the Jews. 

AN ANTI-SEMITIC TRIUMPH. 


The danger incurred by the Kursk Commander in petitioning the Senate becomes 
obvious from the following astounding development at Kieff. A few weeks ago I 
reported that a Colonel, who killed a Jew ata Kieff restaurant for playing non- 
Russian music, was sentenced to four months’ imprisonment. At the Court 
Martial, Captain Egoroff, in the capacity of State Prosecutor, delivered a strong 
speech in which he emphasised the gravity of the offence and demanded exemplary 
punishment. His speech displeased the Real Russians who opened a campaign 
against him, and last week the Captain was transferred to Wilna. : 
THE OFFICIAL ORGAN AND AN ANTI-JEWISH SCHEME. 


A strong impression has been produced by the fact that the organ of the 
Ministry, the Rossia, has published a protest of Christian owners of vineyards, con- 
demning the restriction against Jewish wine merchants. The restriction (which 
limits the sale of wine only to those Jews who own both vineyards and houses for 
trading purposes), it will be remembered, was enacted by the Senate a few months 
ago, but it was postponed by the Premier, thus saving thousands of Jews from 
complete impoverishment. A Ministerial Committee is now engaged in recon- 
sidering the terms of the restriction, which, it is hoped, will be modified or 
abolished owing to the recognition even by the anti-Semitic landowners that trade 
in general would suffer from it, and that it would throw out ‘of employment many 


peasants. 
A JEWISH BOYCOTT. 


The Jews have decided to give a fit reply to the restrictions introduced 
against our coreligionists in the Volunteer Fleet, prohibiting them to obtain 
employment in the service and to sit on the Council, in spite of the fact that the 
Jews had contributed some hundred thousand roubles towards the fund of the 
Fleet. As a result of this action, our brethren, entitled to participate in the 
election of the Council, will abstain from voting as a mark of protest, and with- 
hold their support from the institution. : 


RUSSIFICATION OF STATE CONTRACTS. 


A scheme for the Russification of State contracts is now being developed in 
Government circles, and it is surmised that it will result in a still more vigorous 
boycott of Jewish contractors.

THE JEWS IN AUSTRIA. 
Interesting Figures. 
[From a Correspondent.] 
VIENNA. 
The results of the census of 1910 have recently been published. According to 
these official statistics the number of Jews in Austria (except Hungary and 
Bosnia) are 1,313,687, which means an increase of 88,788 during the last decade. 
In Galicia alone there are 877,895 Jews, whilst in the province of Bukovina there 
are 122,919 Jews. The number of Jews in these two provinces alone increased 
very considerably in the last decade, for there are 63,000 Jews more to-day than 
there were ten years ago. We must take into consideration the fact that a large 
number of Jews in these two provinces migrate every year to the United States, 


and Bukowina woald have been considerably larger. 


practically in Vienna, was not very high; the growth is to be explained by the 
constant influx from the East, and especially from Galicia and Hungary. There 
are 85,826 Jews in Bohemia and 41,158 Jews in Moravia. The remainder are 
spread all over the country. They form in Bukovina 13 per cent. of the entire 
population ; in Galicia 11 per cent.; in Lower Austria 5°53 per cent.; and in the 
other provinces only 2 per cent. There is a remarkable decrease in the Jewish 
population of Bohemia and Movaria, where the Jews are placed between two 
stools, between Germans and Tschechs, and ‘vhere the assimilation is, of course, 
a double one. But as the high birth-rate in Galicia and Bukovina is being main- 
tained, there is no fear of a decrease of the Austrian Jewish population in the 
immediate future, as is the case in Germany, where the number of Jews is 
decreasing annually. 
IN VIENNA, 


According to the census, there are now 175,318 Jews in the Austrian 
capital, forming eight and a half per cent. of the total population. Twenty years 
ago the Jews formed ten per cent. of the total population. There has lately been 
a slight increase in the number of Christians adopting Judaism, and a decrease 
in the number of Jews leaving their faith.

Synagogue Affairs in Younger Hands.

SYDNEY. 

Special interest attached to the 1912 general meeting of the Sydney Congrega- 
tion owing to younger men at last succeeding to the directorate of the Great 
Synagogue in place of the seniors who have conducted its affairs for a full genera: 
tion. Rabbi Cohen, when in London last year, correctly explained that if the 
leadership of Sydney Jewry appeared to be, as was alleged, retained within the 
hands of an oligarchy, that was not merely with the acquiescence but with the 
- emphatic approval of that large and intelligent congregation. Certainly, no-one 
else had for many a long year any chance of election to the leading offices while 


the services were available of honoured veterans like the late Mr. Justice Cohen, 
or of Mr. George J. Cohen, Mr. Louis Phillips and Mr. Moritz Gotthelf. 


| general public, or neglectfal of the Sabbath and other Jewish institutions, or an 


absentee from regular worship. It is to the credit of the congregation, especially 
in modern colonial conditions, that no difficulty has been found in electing suffi- 
cient gentlemen of this stamp, and that younger men of the same kind are ready 
to succeed the septuagenarian seniors now that they themselves feel the burden of 
their venerable years.

Conservative in general view, yet progressive in detail, and congenially co-operating 
with our esteemed Rabbi, they will assuredly avoid the pitfalls which have caused 
anxiety to other colonial bodies, and will maintain the Sydney congregation at the 


_ high level it has reached through its sagacious management both within and out- 


side of the synagogue. 

The'annual report presented to the meeting continued the story of progress. 
A fair growth in Jewish population (though not of American or even South 
African proportions), good attendances at worship, and a particularly impressive 
and decorous conduct of service, have produced an urgent demand for more 
accommodation.

Dismissal Revoked.

ANNIVERSARY OF THE ASSASSINATION OF M. STOLYPIN. 
The ‘‘Two-Headed Eagle’’ Active. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


On the occasion of the first anniversary of the assassination of M. Stolypin, the 
reactionary Press made bitter attacks on the Jews, stating that our coreligionists 
“ killed the Premier on account of his anti-Semitic schemes.” The members of the 
organisation, the Dvuglavi Oryol (the “ Two-Headed Eagle”), at Kieff, appeared in 
the street and attacked the first Jew encountered by them (Miletzky), pursuing 
him into an electric car and seriously wounding him. During their shameful 
assault, they uttered cries of revenge for the murder of M. Stolypin. 

RENEWED ANTI-JEWISH RIOTING.—SEVERAL INJURED. 


The police having satisfied themselves with merely registering the names of 
the rioters (which as previous experience taught them had never been followed up 


' by any action), the anti-Semites carried out a series of brutal attacks on Jews in 


the Podol district of Kieffand in the suburb, Slobodka, injuring several Jews. 
One Jewish student was beaten by them in the presence of the police. Pogrom 
proclamations and literature demanding the expulsion of the Jews from Kieff were 
also in evidence. The Jews despatched a petition to the authorities praying for 
protection. On the Day of Atonement, the Real Russians, however, renewed the 
anti-Jewish rioting, but ultimately the Jewish youth in the suburbs organised 
itself and dispersed the most active gang of the hooligans. | | 
At Tchenstochova (Poland), the Real Russians attacked a synagogue on Kol 
Nidrei night and broke the windows, causing a panic. The hooligans dispersed, 
however, on the approach of the Jewish young men who left the synagogue to 
punish the intruders. | 


THE HUNGARIAN JEWS 
- Proposed Union between Reform and Orthodox. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


VIENNA. 

Dr. Adolf Klein, President of the Reform Congregation at Szabadka (Hungary), 
is working hard to bring about a union between Orthodox and Reform Jews, and it 
is hoped that this union may be effected at the forthcoming annual Congress. 
Since the year 1868 the Orthodox Jews have held aloof from the Congresses on the 
ground that the majority refused to accept the Shulchan Aruch as the basis of 
their decisions. The Committee have now resolved to recommend the Council to 
meet the wishes of the Orthodox party in this respect so that all obstacles to the 
union of the two camps may be removed. It is problematical, however, whether 
even if this concession be made to them, the Orthodox have sufficient confidence 
in the power of the Reform leaders to guarantee that fundamental decisions 
arrived at by the Congress shall be strictly carried out by the respective 
communities. 


PERSECUTION OF THE CAUCASUS JEWS. 
Wholesale Restrictions. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


The wave of persecution has not escaped the Gortzi (mountain Jews) in the 
Gaucasus. Hitherto the authorities, in consideration of the less developed state 
of the Gorts: Jews, treated them leniently, and the restrictions against their 
brethren in the Pale and in Central Russia concerned them but slightly. Lately, 
however, & severe régime was installed even for the Gortzi. They were deprived 
of the right to participate in the local municipal elections, and were prohibited 
from taking up their residence in the Cossack settlements. From some places 
even old inhabitants are being exiled. To crown the crusade against them, a per- 
centage norm was also installed for them in the local secondary schools. |

Spain and the Jews.

| FRANKFORT. . 

The Madrid correspondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung reports that in con- 
sequence of the meeting of Spaniards with Jews in Morocco great interest has 
been awakened in Spain in their former Jewish countrymen. The Association 
Ebreo-Espanola, which was founded several years ago with the object of effecting 
a rapprochement between the Jews of Spanish origin and Spain, has resumed a 
vigorous activity. Some time ago a semi-official mission was sent from Madrid to 
the Jews in the Balkan States and Asia Minor, with a view to induce them to 
return to their original country. The correspondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung is 
in a position to state that the Jews who were approached by the Spanish mission, 
declined to comply with the request, and the Spaniards returned home with nega- 
tive results. But the Spaniards have not lost all hope, and seeing that direct 
negotiations were unsuccessful they have started a literary campaign so as to 
bring Spaniards and Jews nearer together intellectually. Of special merit is the 
book of Hispano-Jewish romances, “Romancero Judeo-Espanol, Madrid, 
Imprenta Alemana,” edited by Rudolfo Gil. The contents of this volume, a col- 
lection of old Hispano-Jewish poetry, are purely Jewish. Rudolfo Gil says 
of these “‘ Romanceros ” that they are the powerful message of the Spanish soul. 
At the head of the pro-Jewish movement in Spain are influential men like Angel 
Pulido, Menendez Pidal, Munoz, and others. - 

I myself had a correspondence with Angel Pulido, President of the Salamanca 
University, on the same subject, and I was asked by the great Spanish scholar to 
do something in the matter, as the Jews would to-day enjoy all the liberties and 
privileges of Spanish citizenship. But in spite of his request, I thought it at that 
time my duty to warn the Jews against the propaganda of the Spaniards, as it is 
not only a political matter but, in the first place, a matter of national honour. 
As the office of Grand Inquisitor is not yet abolished (the Bishop of Toledo bears 
that title) and as clericalism is still the driving power in Spanish life, history may 
repeat itself as the same causes have always the same effects, be it in the 15th or . 
in the 20th century. . |

always given proofs of their attachment and profound devotion to the fatherland. 


_ Other Ministers joined in this eulogy of the Jews and were unanimous in the: 
_ opinion that the introduction of anti-Semitism in Turkey would have the gravest: 


consequences to the destinies of the Empire. ‘The Cabinet accordingly decided to’ - 
give full satisfaction to the demands of the Consistory. The Procureur-Général 
will be instructed to take proceedings, under the Press Laws, against the journals 
and their contributors who attack the Jews. 

It is remarkable that the Ikdam, the great Tarkish daily paper, was the first 
to print anti-Jewish articles, written by Aly Kiemal Bey. It was this paper 
which gave the signal for the anti-Semitic outburst. A day or two ago, how- 
ever, Ahmed Djevdet Bey, the editor and proprietor of the paper, who is at 
present in Switzerland, wrote from there an article in which he condemned the 


_ attacks on the Jews in his organ, and expressed himself in terms of the highest 


admiration of them. He declared that it would be a misfortune for Turkey if it 
did not accord to the Jews the eminent place which was their due as one of the 


_ most noble among the nations of the world. I need scarcely add that this article, 


which is at the same time a retractation and an act of reparation, has-caused an 
excellent impression among our coreligionists. Since the appearance of the 
editor’s denunciation, the Ikdam has discontinued its attacks on the Jews. I must 
also state that the Armenian Press was among the first indignantly to protest 
against the attacks of the Zkdam and other Turkish papers.

In connection with the recent offer of the Jerusalem Pasha to the Jewish 
colonists, the latter have undertaken to cultivate the sandy area between the sea 
and the colonies (28,000 dunam). 


Miscellaneous Russian News. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


The Russian organ of the Zionists, the Razsviet, has been fined 250 roubles 
for an article on Jewish disabilities. 

As a result of the new regulation that Jewish lawyers must obtain the consent 
of the Minister of Justice before receiving the title of assistant advocate, our 
coreligionists find it impossible to attain that rank, as the Minister refuses to 
sanction their appointments. 

A Jew (Shabsai Zlovin) whose age is said to have been 127, has died at 
Odessa. The deceased felt exceptionally well even during the last year of his life, 
and his hands were so strong that he was able to bend coins with them. 

It is announced that the Ministry will insert in the Municipal Bill a clause 
permitting the Jews in the Pale to form a separate curia in each town for the 
purpose of electing representatives on the local councils. © 

One Jew was killed and three were seriously wounded a fortnight ago in an 
armed attack on an omnibus near Warsaw. 

The authorities have sanctioned the formation of another political and 
economic Real Russian Union, bsaring the name of the former President of the 
Real Russians, Dr. Dubrovin. 

A new synagogue has been opened at Eupatoria in the presence of the local 
authorities, and a loyal message was despatched by the community to the Tsar. 

The Tsar has bestowed the Vladimir ribbon on Doctor Goldstein, of Berdiansk, 
in recognition of his forty years’ services to the city. oe 

Floods have caused considerable damage to several residences in Kovno and in 
the townlets Zeitel and Dyatlova (Grodno). In the latter places they were also 
accompanied by the loss of Jewish lives. 

A persistent report is current to the effect that the anti-Semitic municipality 
of Odessa contemplates taking charge of the local Jewish hospital which has 
accommodation for 300 in-patients and treats 120,000 out-patients annually. The 
Municipality has also requested the Prefect to abolish the post of Orthodox Rabbi 
of Odessa, finding it a useless institution. | 


The authorities have decided to exile to distant provinces the popular Wilna 


Jewish writers, Einhorn, Silburg, and Weiter for alleged revolutionary activity. 

It has transpired that an Odessa official had extorted 3,500 roubles from the 
communal funds under threats. 

On the representation of the Jewish community, the calling out of the Warsaw 
Jewish reserves, which had been fixed for the Day of Atonement, was postponed 
till the following day. Leave of absence was also granted on the Day of Atone- 
ment to the Jewish soldiers at Odessa and other towns. At Kursk, however, 
the Governor refused to allow the Jews to open additional synagogues for the 
festival. |

On August 28th the Johannesburg Jewish Women’s Benevolent Society held 
ite nineteenth annual meeting. These ladies concern themselves mostly with cases 
of distress among women and children, which they, as “ Mothers in Israel,” can 
most efficaciously help.

THE SHECHITA QUESTION AT THE ZURICH CONGRESS. 
To the Editor.—(From Friulein A. v. KONOW, Helsingfors. | 


51R,——In a communication to your issue of August 23rd headed “ The Anti- 
Vivisection Congress at Zurich,” your correspondent, after having expressed his 
disapproval of the Congress having passed two resolutions against Shechita, regrets 
that the Congress seems to have completely forgotten the resolutions at last year’s 
International Congress in Copenhagen. The correspondent evidently takes the 
point of view that the Congress in Copenhagen of 1911 had held a different view 
on the Shechita question than last summer’s Congress at Zurich. This, however, 
is a thorough mistake, for the resolution which I had the honour to propose at the 
latter Congress, and which was carried unanimously without division, was, as I 
stated at the meeting, literally the same as that which was formulated at the 
Congress ‘at Copenhagen :— 

“The Congress expresses its opinion that it is desirable that killing should be done 
quickly without causing pain, in such a manner that the animal is stunned (rather by 
the use of a shooting apparatus), with the exception of cases where the head is altogether 
cut off. The drawing away of the blood must be done immediately after the stunning, 
and the animal must not be hung, skinned or scalded before the blood has ceased to 
run. Fowls must not be plucked before death has taken place. Children must not be 
allowed to be present at killing.” 

The Congress at Zurich added to this resolution the stipulation that fish must 
not be scaled before death has taken place. . 

The reason:why the second resolution proposed by a delegate from France 
only carried thirty votes, while twenty-one votes were given against it, was chiefly 
because several of the members of the Congress considered it superfluous, as the 
first resolution, though less radical in its wording, contained a decided disapproval 
of the Shechita. 

The first resolution read in the original :—

GOD’S GOOD WORLD. 


“* And God saw all that He had made, and, behold, it was very good.’ — 
Genesis 1. 31. 
Appropriately we shall recite these gladsome words to-day, on the Festival 
of the Rejoicing of the Law. We shall repeat them to-morrow, on the Sabbath 
of the Beginning. As we turn back the leaves of our Bible, and alight once 
more upon the Scriptural narrative of the origin of things, the mind 
instinctively reverts to those problems which have vexed it since man first 
looked upon the face of Nature, and sought to penetrate the all-encircling 
mystery with which he sees himself enfolded.. What is the meaning of this 
wonderful life of Nature of which we form a part? Who made it? How 
was it made? In what relation do we stand to all that is around us? 
Whence come we, and whither are we going? What is the purpose of our 
life on earth? Are we created for happiness or for pain? When the creative 
process had run its course, and man and the world emerged into life, 
the Deity—we are told in the text—contemplated His handiwork, and was well 
pleased with the fair creation He had called into being. A whole system 
of philosophy is thus compressed into a few words, a theory of life which 
looks out upon the world through the medium of satisfaction and hope. There 
are times and moods in which we are all disposed to accept this estimate of 
life. But at other times our judgement rebels against the verdict of the 
text, and we feel that whatever may have been the original scheme of things, 
somehow or other it has become sadly marred by sin and sorrow and pain. 
Looking at human life as a drama, we unhesitatingly pronounce it to be a 
tragedy in which destiny brings its terrible disabilities and sin sows broadcast 
over a wide area and through successive generations the seed of its evil 
consequences—a tragedy in which consuming disease and premature death, 
saddening failure and embittering disappointment, supply the main incidents 
of the action. And so we are led on to imagining that if we were com- 
missioned to 
: Make a New World, 


we should effect a vast number of improvements upon the present state of 


things. We should make a world in which we should never fail of getting the 


things we desire. The winds should always blow in the direction we are 
sailing. Whatever pet schemes we planted should always come up, blossom, 
and bear fruit. We should leave moral evil out of the plan. No one should 
ever weep as the victim of a wrong. No vice should ever disfigure the face of 
the world’s fair beauty. No trembling victims should crouch and cower 
beneath the shadow of a crime. There should be no more pain. The 
pinched lips of famine should glow red with well-fed blood, and the 
roadway of the nerves, now so often trodden by pain, should only 
thrill beneath the joyous steps of pleasure. As for death, that should have 
no place whatever in the revised order of things. In short, the world as it 
exists does not meet with the approval of some of us, and against either the 
wisdom or the goodness of its ordering we feel we have many serious charges 
to bring. These charges may only take the form of bitter tears over life’s 
sorrows and disappointments ; they may be but the dumb protests of a dis- 
contented heart ; they may voice themselves in the serious questionings of a 
soul anxious to find grounds for its faith; or they may turn to extreme 
unbelief, blinding us to all sense of good in the world. But how opposed 
such thoughts stand to the spirit of the opening chapter of Genesis! The Biblical 
cosmogony is painted in the brightest colours of joy and hope. Almost each 
separate day’s work is pronounced by God as good or receives the divine 
blessing. And man is made pre-eminent in nature by being created in the 
divine image and likeness.| There are sad chapters in the Bible, but there is 
no note of sadness in the opening chapter. 


Christian Theology | 


has endeavoured to solve what difficulties are thus presented by referring the 
contrast between the first chapter of Genesis’ and subsequent parts of the 
Bible, between the assertion of the text and the deliverances of experience, to 
the sin of our first parents in Eden. The poet whose genius has contributed 
to stereotype this doctrine in the popular mind of a Christendom sings 
Of man’s first disobedience and the fruit 
By that forbidden tree whose mortal taste 


Brought death into the world, and all our-woe 
With loss cf Eden, | 


weaving into his story the legend of a Satan, who, falling from heaven to hell 

chose evil for his good, and was impelled by his deep hatred of God to enter 
Paradise and seduce man to rebellion. As Jews, we reject this teaching. 
Instead of solving our difficulty it would increase the difficulty, for it assumes 
a God capable of planning a cruel and unjust scheme of the world. We must 
find some more rational answer to the problem of evil, some point of view 
which, if it will not satisfy all our questionings, may at least afford us a 
logical standing-ground for trust and hope. The form in which the question 
may be put is this: “Is the universe, on the whole and in the long run, 
good?” By good we mean that the satisfactions of life outweigh their 
opposites. Is there a balance of satisfaction in life? May we believe that 
good preponderates over evil, and that the sum of good is gradually increasing 
in the world? Every human life is, in the consciousness of him or her who 
lives it, more or less of a failure. No man—no sensible and high-souled man 
—rounds his ideal. He carries in his breast a painful sense of incompleteness. 
The things he does are dwarfed in the presence of the things he meant to do. 
But this does not prove that life itself is a failure. Our complaints 
againss human destiny spring from a misconception of what it is in 
life out of which we get our noblest satisfactions. Life’s satisfac- 
tions are not in the things obtained or done, but rather in the 
processes of getting and doing. The thrill of joy, the intoxication of 
happiness is always in the searching, the doing—not in the past achievement. 
And this joy and happiness may be ours. The incompleteness of life signifies

an unexhausted capacity and a promise of grander things still unattained, 
The existence of | 


Moral Evil 


constitutes another charge against the universe.. But whether this con- 
stitutes an insuperable impediment to faith or not depends upon how we 
regard it, and what its outcome is to be. If it means an endless evil and 
sorrow to a part of the human race, we cannot justify it. But if moral evil 
be only a part of the process of human development, it may be that there is 
no real difficulty at all. Ifa race of beings could live always on one level, if 
they made no progress, and were incapable of making any, in such a case 
they could have no consciousness of evil. A man feels ashamed of his actions 
when he knows he could have acted more worthily. When, therefore, a man 
feels regret for his wrong-doing, what does this mean but that he has been 
lower than he is to-day, and there rise before him the heights of nobler possi- 
bility which he can, and so ought, to climb? Moral evil, then, may well be 
interpreted as the necessary steps of all moral growth. He who finds nothing 
in his history to condemn only reveals the fact that he has taken no step for- 
ward to-day. But, perhaps, the commonest impeachment brought against the 
goodness of the Creator is the universal fact of pain.) But let us ask our- 
selves, Is there in the world any wanton or useless pain? May we not 
rather believe | 

That not a worm is cloven in vain ; 

That not a moth with vain desire 

Is shrivelled in a fruitless fire ? 


Physiology teaches that physical pain, in nearly every case, serves as & 
warning against physical danger. Itis the protecting voice with which the 
living organism cries out against destruction or injury, and resists our wanton 
defiance of nature’s laws. And not only does pain warn us against danger. 
It has often a purifying and corrective influence upon those who have entered 
on a course of thoughtless self-indulgence. Properly used, it may become the 
medicine of the soul, correcting many an evil habit, and purging us of many a 
corrupting desire. Andif it be contended that they are sometimes called 
upon to suffer most who least require this purifying discipline; it may be 
answered that even in such cases suffering exercises a sanctifying influence 
on the character. Again it is probable that 


We Greatly Exaggerate 


the total amount of the world’s suffering. For instance, we imagine the 

lower orders of creatures as having nervous systems capable of pain as keen 

and of as many kinds as our own. But this is not so. And if they are to die 

at all, it is probable that they suffer less through the present process of 

mutual destruction than they would if left to linger and suffer what is falsely 

called a‘ natural death.” And we are apt to exaggerate the relative amount 

of suffering among the’ lower races, and among those whose lives seem 

commonplace and poor. There are conditions of existence in which many are 

compelled to live which seem repulsive to us, and were we thrust down to 

their lower level to-day, carrying with us our present feelings and desires, they 

would simply be intolerable to us. But it is not so to them. The poor man 

who is getting on a little may be a deal happier than the rich one who is going 

behind a little. And in the case of all of us a thousand sunny days of 
comfort go by as a matter of course, unnoticed and uncounted; while we 

dwell on the few days of sorrow until, like clouds, they overspread the sky and 

shut out all the light. Kut of all considerations, the most forcible is this: 
that pain is absolutely necessary to the experience of joy. All consciousness 
results from contrast. If there were no shadow we should not know light. 
Heat has a meaning only in contrast to cold. Beauty is seen only as it is set 

over against deformity. If all the world were of one colour, it would be of no 
colour at all. A nerve that cannot tingle with pain cannot thrill with pleasure. 
The joy of achievement necessarily involves the possibility of failure and the 
overcoming of obstacles.

The Needs of Oxford. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH THE REV. B. LIEBERMANN, B.A. 


Oxford as the result of a letter which appeared in our golumns from several 


OME five months ago the attention of the community was drawn to 
undergraduates resident in that famous university city. The signatories 


lost to the community, and as a remedy it was suggested that either a 


chair in some branch of Jewish learning be endowed at the University, to be oh 


filled by a scholar of distinction, or that 
provision should be made for a resident 
Jewish Minister. Some correspondence on 
the subject ensued, but for a time there was 
a lull, and the question of the needs of Oxford 
was apparently forgotten. But recently the 
communal attention has been once again 
focussed on the University by reason of the 
appearance in our columns a fortnight ago, of 
a letter from Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques, who 
pointed out that the suggestions touched upon 
in the letters referred to had been discussed, 
and had been found impracticable on financial 
grounds, and called upon his fellow-students 
at Oxford to rise superior to the occasion, and. 
to do their utmost to uphold the traditions of 
Judaism and to further Jewish interests, as 
_ best they could in the circumstances. 

One of the signatories to the first letter 
was the Rev. B. Liebermann, B.A., a graduate 
of the University and acting Minister of 
the Oxford Hebrew Congregation. Mr. 
Liebermann “went up” to Oxford two years 

ago, after having obtained many brilliant successes at Jews’ College, and has 
made a thorough study of university life during his residence there. He, therefore, 
can speak with some authority on the subject which has arouse | so much attention.

Minister Not Required. 
But it has been urged that a Minister at Oxford would be sufficient to act as a 
the evils you mention ?

To my mind, it is not the direct teaching of the Jewish Minister as 
much as the indirect influence of the Jewish Fellow in Rabbinics which would 
be the effective revitaliser of the Jewish consciousness at Oxford. Undergraduates 
are very chary of accepting dogmatic rulings on religion and the like, and the

I am glad of the opportunity you afford me of throwing some light on the origin and 
import of that appeal to the community " said Mr. Liebermann. “ During the past 
two years I have carried out the behest of the late Chief Rabbi, and I have acted 
in an honorary capacity as Minister of the Oxford Hebrew Congregation. With the 
help of a few enthusiastic undergraduates, services have been held each week 
during term, and meetings of the Adler Society and Study Circle 
have occasionally been convened. In spite of very serious attempts on our 
part however to make Judaism a living force at Oxford we found that 
our efforts were not being crowned with success. The conviction gradually stole 
upon us that the cause of our non-success was the fact of our being left to fend 
for ourselves. We believed—and despite Mr. Henriques’s letter I still adhere 
to that belief—that unaided, our efforts were doomed to failure. Hence, we 
determined to appeal to the community and we on our part offered two 
suggestions, the adoption of either of which it seemed to us would meet 
the case, namely the endowment of a readership or lectureship in Rabbinics 
or the provision for the permanent residence of a Jewish Minister. Certain 
members of the community interested themselves in the matter and ‘con- 
versations’ took place with some of the more prominent members in metropolitan 
Jewry, but as your readers are already aware the whole matter has now been 
dropped. I can only share the regret which was expressed in your admirable 
leaderette last week at this course of action, or rather course of inaction. 
It would be a great loss to Judaism if the proposal to establish a Reader in 
Rabbinios were allowed to be relegated to the limbo of rejected ideas.”

Your columns have occasionally contained reports of 
views of eminent Jewish scholars who have maintained tbat Jewish commentaries 
on the Bible were necessary if the Biblical writings are to be taught in the Jewish 
spirit. It is equally as necessary that the exposition of the Rabbinic writings 
should be removed from the pon-Jew, who in many cases possesses anti-Rabbinic 
bias, and transferred to the care of the Jew who has been born and bred 
in the Jewish Rabbinic spirit. The Readership of Rabbinics at Oxford is at 
present in the hands of a non-Jew, and, indeed, in competent hands, but the 
Reader himself, I imagine, would be the first to admit that he is lacking in the 
Jewish spirit necessary for a correct interpretation of the Rabbinic literature. I 
am not merely theorising, I am speaking from an experience of actual events. I 
have had the opportunity during the past year of coaching one or two Christian 
theological students in the subject of Rabbinics and I can testify to the 
prevalence of much ignorance and misunderstanding as well as gross prejudice in 
the minds of such students, who, it must be remembered, will in later years write 
books on Judaism and quote the Talmud.”

Mr. Oscar Straus’ views, however, underwent such 
a change that it was possible for Mr. Roosevelt to 
appoint him Minister of Commerce in a Republican 
Cabinet. Now Mr. Straus has followed Mr. Roose- 
velt out of the Republican Party and is assisting 
him to form the new one, at the head of which the 
ex-President has placed himself. 


Mr. Straus was originally a lawyer, but he 
retired from the profession of the law many years 
ago in order to enter the family firm. He has been 
twice American Minister at Constantinople, and also 
the first Jew, apart from Judah Benjamin, to 
attain to cabinet rank in the United States. He was 
also appointed to succeed ex-President Harrison as — 
a member of the Permanent Court of Arbitration at 
the Hague. Apart from these high offices, Mr. 
Straus has given much time and thought to public 
work in the United States. The calls of the wider 
life have, however, not caused him to neglect Jewish 
interests. He is a familiar figure on Ito platforms 
in London and elsewhere, was one of the founders 
and the first president of the American Jewish His- 


torical Society, and is a trustee of the Baron de 
Hirsch Fund.

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THE MONOTHEISM OF DEUTERONOMY. 


By Dr. J. ABELSON. 


It is atruism and a commonplace to say that monotheism is the central 
doctrine of Judaism. But what everyone does not know, and does not always 
realise, is that the idea of God as One has a long and elaborate history behind it. 
It did not spring into existence at once. It grew from small and humble 
beginnings. It is the result of a process, a refining process, an evolution. What 
is true of every historical phenomenon is true of it also. It was the consumma- 
tion of many anterior stages of religions thought. It was Israel’s crowning 
achi¢vement, to the making of which many centuries lent their quota. That 
monotheism is a growth by stages, which’can easily be detected and analysed, 
is obvious from even a superficial stady of the Books of the Bible. But it is 
especially visible in Deuteronomy. Here it occupies a place in the fore- 
front of the picture. It has not to be sought because it arrests the atten- 
tion at once. No book offers a better point of vantage from which to 
study it. The reason for this lies in the fact that the deep spiritual teachings of 
Deuteronomy are clothed in a simplicity which is as rare as itis winning. Amos, 
Isaiah, Micah, and many of the Psalms, express the monotheistic idea with an 
emphasis that cannot be mistaken or ignored. But these books are not alwavs 
easy reading. Their style and substance are academic rather than popular, Their 
thought moves on rather a high plane, and to understand it needs an amount of 
mental application: Deuteronomy, however, is far less exacting. It aims at 
teaching the same far-reaching and deep-searching truths, but it assumes far less 
equipment, far less concentration on the part of the reader. It speaks to thechild, 
not the philosopher. There is an absence of sophistication about it. It handles 


A PROBLEM OF BELIGION 


with the lightest of touches. It gives us a clearness, a vividness, 
a directness which makes us see straight into the heart of the mystery. 
In fact, in Deuteronomy there is no mystery about even the hardest 
and most bafiling of problems. It speaks out just what it thinks, 
and has no care for the difficulties which the deeper thinker on these mighty and 
weighty themes may feel disposed hereafter to raise. The monotheistic idea is 
the highest refinement and spiritualisation of many preceding ideas about the 
Deity. Deuteronomy gives samples of them all. Mention must be made, first, 
of the idea which is the most gross, material and backward of all possible con- 
ceptions of: God—the idea embodied in the worship of the idol. ‘The idol implies 


that there is a vague yearning to pay homage, more out of fear than of any other 


feeling, to some governing Power that wields a sway over men in ways that cannot 
be explained or accounted for. Its protection from enemies, or from the malignant 
forces of nature, or from sickness, or from violent death, must be invoked. Men have 
an instinctive dread of something or someonein whose handstheir good or evil fortune 
lies. But this master of their fate, must, in accordance with the primitive con- 
dition of their civilisation, possess a form or likeness which is at once tangible and 
visible. To them itis unthinkable that a god can be independent of human or 
animal form, or disengaged from some one among the many wondrous phenomena 
of the natural world. Hence the idol is made and worshipped. And the idol 
being the material embodiment of human fancy about God, it follows that as 
there is a multiplicity of such fancies, so there must be a multiplicity of idols each 
possessing its peculiar characteristics and claiming its own section of devotees. 
There is a rivalry in the pantheon. A step upwards is reached when men are in a 
condition to agree upon the adoption of one idol from among the many, as the 
national god. The idea of a rivalry or competition for favour among 


A NUMBER OF GODS 


has become, by this time, quite repugnant. But this is only the case among 
members of one and the same nation. The members of another nation may have 
another god who is unknown to, and receives opposition rather than homage from,. 
the first nation. And thus the ancient world presents us with the picture of a 
number of rival deities, each one powerful in his own domain exclusively; each 
one striving to confer benefits on his own body of worshippers by gaining some 
victory over his rival or by disabling or dispossessing his rival’s adherents. A 
higher stage is arrived at, when men are able to feel that their deity cannot be an 
idol, when they are able to scoff at, and scorn, the sticks and stones which have 
eyes and see not, ears and hear not. Their deity must be spirit, not matter, and 
it must be free from the accidents of time and space. And yet, strangely enough, 
the conception is flawed by having a contradictory element. For, magaified though 
this deity is, it is not outside all comparison with others. It is a tribal god. 
There is a nominal recognition of the existence of other gods, the difference 
being that only. this particular one ought to be an object of love and 
veneration. One more ascent in the scale, and we are brought to the doors of 
monotheism. Monotheism predicates that not only is a particular deity incom- 
parably superior to all other objects of men’s adoration, but it is the only object 
that can lay claim to the title of deity. The tribal deity among many becomes 
exalted to the One and only God. There is none besides Him, neither in heaven 
nor in earth. No longer the lifeless image, the work of the hands of the cunning 
artificer, no longer the limited patron and protector of an exclusive clan, with 
nothing but warlike feelings against adversaries and outsiders, the monotheist 
deity becomes God the Creator, who existed before the mountains were born, or 
ever the earth and the world were brought forth, and who will be the same from 
everlasting to everlasting. The fall title usually ascribed to Hebrew monotheism 
is ‘*‘ ethical monotheism,” because it connotes the recognition of God as the moral 
soc of the world, who loves right because it is right, and hates wrong wholly and 
solely |

whose watchword is justice and mercy combined, who is a friend because He is so 
near, and a father because He is so kind and compassionate. The gods of the 
nations who were contemporaneous with the wonderful rise of Israel’s monotheism 
may be ever so powerfal or awe-inspiring, the record of their achievements in 
or war may be so great as to defy deception, yet they are not moral gods. 
They are either unmoral or immoral. They stand for no ethical idea or ideal. 
The homage they exact is no constant and unswerving obedience to righteousness 
and truth, lovingkindness and honour, but an obedience to things which are often 
the very reverse of these. They are at times capricious and tyrannons, and their 
worship runs into all forms of cruelty, lust, and immorality, as the Bible amply 
shows. Monotheism stands on a lofty plane all by itself. The splendid and 
original gift of the religion of Israel to the religions of the world, it 
lays an uncompromising emphasis on the supremely moral attribates of God. 
Deuteronomy exhibits these different strata of which the monotheist idea is com- 
posed. It does not, of course, do so with any chronological sequence. The people 
of Israel did not go from stage to stage in the process with a mathematical pro- 
gression. ‘There was retrogression to the lower at the same time as progression to 
the higher. Old and unwholesome elements of worship lingered on, while the 
newer and better ones were making inroads. The same phenomenon is found in 
all epochs of religious thought. ‘The highest forms of religion are never free from 
an admixture of crade, primitive, and long-discarded beliefs and ceremonies. To 
pass on to illustration. Deuteronomy gives a large space to the treatment of idol- 
worship. It urges its folly and fatility in no sparing terms. One is reminded, in 
this respect, of the second Isaiah, although for . 


PURE SARCASM 
there is nothing that comes up to the famous passage in Isaiah xliv. If the Jews 
have no humour, as Carlyle said, then the author of Isaiah xliv. could not have 


been a Jew. Deuteronomy opposes idolatry on three main grounds. Firstly, 
its inherent absurdity. Secondly, its debasing moral associations. ‘Thirdly, its 


effects in leading Israel to forgetfulness of his past and his consequent inter- 
marriage and absorption. There is a fine thrust at the grossness of the idolator’s 
conception in iv. 12, when itis said “And the Lord spoke unto you out of the 
midst of the fire ; ye heard the voice but ye saw no form, only ye heard a voice.” 
The immorality and cruelty consequent on idolatry are forcefully brought ont in 
xii. 31. So far from being an 7%’N (‘‘ wooden post”) or a 133% (*' upright 
stone”) God is a living Presence, the Controller of Israel’s history from the very 
beginning: Deuteronomy so exalts God that He becomes the only spiritual power 
of whom account need be taken. All the others fade away into mere spectres 
and shades. Not many gods but one, not impersonal gods but a personal 
one, not worship merely out of blind fear of some domineering 
mysterious force, but worship springing out of love and filial devotion 


based on the recollection of immemorial past favours and the anticipation of 


favours yet to come. These teachings are focussed in the great pronouncement 
vi. 4 “ Hear O Iarael, the Lord our God, the Lord is One.” When the Jew says 
that this pronouncement is the cardinal doctrine of his religion—the confession of 
his faith—he means that it is the most complete expression possible of Mono- 
theism. And it is this, because, while it disallows all recognition of other gods, 
it invests Israel’s God with ethical qualities which are everlastingly supreme. 
Further illustration is to be gathered from the following consideration. It isa 
favourite pastime with scholars to point out how the monotheistic elements in 
Deuteronomy bear a striking likeness to the salient ideas of the great prophets of 
the 7th and 8th centuries B.C.—Amos and Micah, Hosea and Isaiah. The funda- 
mental contributions made to religion by these 


IMMORTAL LEADERS AND THINKERS 
are reflected in its pages. Hosea, for example, pushes love to the forefront and 
makes it the highest attribute of God. Everything that has brought about Israel’s 
greatness in the past, everything that guarantees Israel’s continuance in the futare, 
is traceable to the love which pours without ceasing from the Divine source. 


When Israel was a child, then I loved him, 
And called my son out of Egypt. (Hosea xi., 1). 


Can any picture of the relation between childhood and parenthood be more touching 


than that which says :— 

I taught Ephraim also to go, taking them by their arms; 

But they knew not that I healed them. 

I drew them with cords of a man, 

With bonds of love. ‘xi., 3—4). 

Deuteronomy echoes a similar emotional strain throughout. Israel, the erring 
child, can only be won back by the love that is ready to receive him again. Frail 
and fitful child though he be, he can be made strong and preserved by the love of 
the Father. The moral of the book hinges upon this one central thought. 
Physical power was no criterion, numbers counted for nought when Israel’s pro- 
motion was in question. It was no case of a struggle among rival deities, in which 
the victory of a people over other peoples retiects the victory of one god over the 
other gods. Monotheism brushes all these notions aside as utterly untenable. It 
introdaces the new idea of a mystical, but none the less real, bond of love 
between the creature and the Creator. No previoussystem of thought rose to this 
height. Israel was selected to be the depository of this love. The election of 
Israel, his obligation to be apart from the contamination of the surrounding 
nations, the necessity of his self-consecration as a “holy people,” the promise of 
his survival and future pre-eminence—all these things which distinguish the con- 
tents of Deuteronomy are rooted in the primal love of God to Israel. What 
follows isof the highest moment. If Israel as a nation or commanity is thus 
hedged round with the Divine love,

must perforce evince a certain worthiness in himself before he can be admitted 
into the membership of such a nationorcommunity. This worthiness he can best 
prove by showing love firstly to the inner and narrower circle of his brother- 
Israelities, then to the wider circle of the stranger, and then to the still 
wider circle of the brute creation. Hence the impetus is given to a humanita- 
rianism as well as a universalism which are the indispensable corner-stones of a 
durable religion. Deuteronomy of course overflows with rules and counsels tend- 
ing in these directions. They are the direct results of monotheism. Thus in 
x. 18, 19, God is said to “‘ execute the jadgment of the fatherless and the widow, 
and loveth the stranger in giving him food and raiment.” This passage is 
typical of a host of others. Bat what follows from this characterisation of the 
Deity? Nothing less than 
THE BASIC PRINCIPLE 

on which the structure of society rests. ‘‘ Love ye therefore the stranger, for ye 
were strangers in the land of Egypt.” In other words, the humanity of the 
relation between the Deity and mankind must be reflected in an ideal relation 
between man and man. A halo is thrown over all the smallest amenities of social 
and family life. They become important, not only ethically, but also religiously. 
We must be beneficent and unselfish, not only because a rule bids us be so, but 
because God is so. The Edomite must not be abhorred, neither must the 
Egyptian (xxiii. 7), not only on grounds of a common humanity, but for a far 
more exalted reason, viz., because “the Lord your God is God of gods, and Lord 
of lords, a great God, a mighty and a terrible, which regardeth not persons nor 
taketh reward (x. 17). There is a worthy universalism here, which was not 
eclipsed even in the thought of many centuries later. Similarly, our solicitude 
for the poor and the destitute, the suffering and the sick, the ordinance against 
muzzling the ox wheh he threshes the corn, and the command to let the mother- 
bird go free—types of ethical conduct insisted on by Deuteronomy—are all 
deducible from the uncompromisingly moral conception of God, which is the 
governing factor in monotheism. Israel’s great contribution to the religion of the 


ancient world thus becomes a contribution, valid for all time, to the advancing 
ideas and ideals of civilisation. :

No one can pretend that this is in any sense a necessity, or 
that women cannot look equally fashionable and equally beautifal without adorn- 
ing their heads with the plumage of dead creatures. or is it a matter of 
doubt that most of these birds—the ‘‘ osprey ”-bearing Egret and Heron more 
especially—are killed during the breeding season ; thus making the cruelty three- 
fold and rapidly depleting the beautiful bird life of the whole world. It is farther 
recoguised that these birds have an infinitely useful fanction to perform, particu- 
larly in the tropical lands where the majority are killed, in destroying insects that 
endanger man’s crops—the corn by which he lives and the cotton with which he 
is clad—and bring terrible diseases to man himself. “We have it on the 
authority of Sir Harry Johnston that when the sleeping sickness descends upon 
Africa, or oe oe “waa hewn are devastated by insects, the woman with the

3 in these columns on more than one occasion, matters have reached 
ek e a crisis in the affairs of that institution, so much so, that it was seriously contem- 
plated to close it entirely. Appeals that have been made to the public have only 
f been half-heartedly responded to, and the subscription list has gradually shown a 
a great diminution in numbers and support. Various causes have contributed to

passing of the Aliens Act, immigration has decreased to that extent that there are 
; now practically few or no bona side cases eligible for the charity. It is forgotten, 
however, that many, passing through the city in the hopes of obtaining 
F employment, though they may have resided in the country for some time, 

is i are nevertheless destitute and homeless, and would have to apply for relief 


to the casual wards of the workhouse, were it not for the existence of the 
Shelter. This fact is absolutely proved by the record of the work being done by 
the Institution. Again, it is contended that those in dire need should be catered fi r 
by the Jewish Board of Guardians, which Institution, it is averred, would receive 
additional support were it known that such work was undertaken by the Executive. 
It is, however, to be feared that this may not be the[case. Experience locally 
has shown that when there has been an amalgamation of two charitable institu- 
tions, there has been no commensurate increase of support, so that, while the 
burdens have been doubled, the resources at command have practically remained 
stationary. Yet another cause that led to the falling-off in subscriptions has been 
the extensive demolition of property in surrounding districts and the considerable 
dispersion of Jewish residents in the district, making the work of the honorary 
collectors increasingly difficult.

Sirn.—‘ Interested,” in his letter, has practically conceded all I contended, 
for he qaotes several authorities, including Rabbi Daiches, to the effect that the 
Baths were built strictly in accordance with Jewish Law before the recent altera- 
tions were made. Nevertheless Rabbi Daiches was amongst those who appealed 
for the alteration, on the grounds ‘‘ that the respect for Jewish religious institu- 
tions was of greater importance to the community than the ill-feeling that might 
for a time be aroused in some unsympathetic members of the City Council.” If 
such was his intention, his action in publishing his latest effort has had exactly 
the opposite effect. 

The petition to the City authorities distinctly stated that the alteration was 
necessary because the metres contained something that was strictly against Jewish 
Law, and now the same Rabbi contends that those metres were absolutely 
permissible. | 

It is this fact that has roused the ire of “the unsympathetic members of the 
Council,” for they are asking why he associated himself with those who demanded 
the alteration, when all the while he was convinced that it was all unnecessary. 

If the petition had been made on behalf of communal peace the position would 
have been intelligible, but the “amazement” was aroused by the fact that the 
request was made wholly and solely on religious grounds. oe 

I.pass over the writer’s.personal innuendos as alien to the subject, and have no 
intention of emulating his example. I must, however, correct one error. He 
refers to a certain gentleman as the head of the Leeds Beth Din. No Rabbi has 
been elected to that position. It is not fair to let that statement pass unchallenged, 
to—perhaps—the detriment of the other members of the Beth Din.

THE COMPLAINT AGAINST THE HOME 
FOR AGED JEWS: A Reply. : 


To the Editor.—[{From Mr. MAURICE ‘MYERS, Secretary. | 


Sir,—I have read the letters from Mr. M. Goldman and Mr. P. Harris, in 
reference to the case of an inmate of the Home for Aged Jews, who unfortunately 
had to be removed to the Infirmary, and crave your permission to make the 
following observations thereon. 

Eighteen years ago the man in question was admitted an inmate of the Home, 
and his age was then given as seventy. Some months ago he began to show signs 
of mental weakness. He used to wander aimlessly about the Institution both at day- 
time and at night, and more than once sustainedinjuries. Subsequently he became 
afflicted with a form of physical weakness which rendered it impossible for him to 
associate with other inmates. His son and Mr. Harris, his grandson, were more 
than once warned that it might be necessary to remove him to the Infirmary. 
They made no comment or protest concerning this proposal at the time. 


Eventually the man’s condition became such that our medical officer, in whom 


the Committee have the utmost confidence, informed them that it was no longer 
possible to retain the man as an inmate of the Home. The Committee was not 
then in session, but the Chairman of the House Committee had no option but to 
follow the doctor’s instructions, and very properly authorised the man's removal 
to the Infirmary, which, unfortunately, is the only Institution suitable for such 
cases. Due notice was sent to his relatives, and the removal took place on the 
30th August. | 

Naturally the unfortunate man’s family were much upset by this turn of 
affairs, as they felt that it was a most deplorable thing that a worthy, respectable 
old man, close on ninety years of age, should end his days away from his own 
coreligionists. The Committee of the Home for Aged Jews share fully this 
regret, but, as they feel themselves responsible for the lives and safety of the 
remaining 150 inmates, much as they would like to retain the old man in the 


Home, they are convinced that they would forfeit the confidence of the com- 


munity if they ignored the solemn warning of their med?cal adviser. 

As evidence that the Committee’s decision was not a hasty one, our President, 
after having had # personal interview with both the son and the grandson of the 
inmate, arranged for the medical officer to attend a meeting of the House Com- 
mittee on the 10th inst., further to discuss the case. No argument could shake 
the doctor’s conviction that it would be dangerous to re-admit the old man. 

So sympathetic were the members of the House Committee towards the poor 
old man, that they, and also the doctor, decided to interest themselves, in their 
private capacities, to do their utmost to get him away from the Infirmary to some 
place where he would have the companionship of some coreligionists. 

On the instructions of the Committee, after this meeting, I visited the 
Infirmary and interviewed the Medical Officer to see if it would be possible for 
the man to be removed to some institution where there were a number of Jewish 
inmates and special facilities were provided for them. The Medical Officer of the 
Infirmary stated that he doubted whether the man was in a fit condition to be 
removed as he was then too feeble to stand. and required constant attention day 
and night. He quite agreed that it was impossible for the Home for Aged Jews to 
keep such & case. 

I thereupon wrote to Mr. Harris, the grandson, informing ‘him as to this, and 
offering to meet him at any time and place he might appoint to see what further 
could be done. I have his reply, dated the 18th September, in which he wrote 
that immediately after the holidays he would make an appointment with me 


relating to this matter. The fact that Mr. Harris is a near relative of the old man 


may account for his feeling in the matter, but it does not justify an attack upon 
an Institution which all familiar with its work acclaim to be a model of its kind. 
I am quite sure that, with the facts before them, the community will be able 
to judge of the merits of this case. They will note that your correspondents have 
not a word of gratitude to the Institution for keeping this poor old man for over 


‘eighteen years. I will only add in conclusion that it is a gross libel upon our 


excellent Master and Matron to assert that any trouble to provide for the comfort 
and well-being of the inmates is too great. 


An Inmate’s View. 
To the Editor.—[{From “AN INMATE.”} 


Srir,—As an inmate of the above Home I, in common with the rest of the old 
people here, have been eagerly watching your columns to observe what steps were 
being taken to bring into prominence the disgrace of the removal of the centenarian 
tothe Infirmary. Itis the one topic of conversation amongst the inmates here, and 
I may say that the action caused great consternation, knowing that possibly the same 
treatment may be meted out to them should they commit the same crime as this 
poor man, 7.e., living too long. For that was the only crime he committed, though 
it has been stated that his mental and physical condition made it dangerous for 
him to be in the Home. It must be admitted that he was, to a certain extent, 
unclean, but considering his age (nearly 100) that could easily have been remedied. 
As to the mental deficiency the least said the soonest ended. He isstill aliveand can 
be visited at the Infirmary. By the way, this is not the first time that this has 
happened, five or six old people having been treated in a similar manner during 
the last five years, and passing their last days amongst Christians and strangers. 

How long will the Jewish community allow this sort of thing to goon? It is 
time the matter was taken in hand and a remedy found, for if this state of affairs 
is to continue it would be better for old people to go straight into the infirmary as 
has been suggested, instead of entering the Home. 


Perhaps, whilst the Committee of the Home are making their enquiries into 


the above, they might pursue them a little further and investigate the present 
treatment of the sick, also the quality and variety of the food; for, though we 
possess ‘‘a beautiful house, with beautiful rooms and gardens,” these are not by 
any means the only things to be considered.

THE JEWISH REVIEW. 


The most important contribution to the interesting September number of this 
Review is the article by the Haham entitled ‘The Biblical Lessons: A Chapter 
on Biblical Archwology.” The article is one section out of a larger work dealing 
with the history of the Bible, and is undertaken, says the Haham, from the 
modern comparative point of view. The problem which it attacks is the role 
the Bible has played in the liturgical service of the Jews, both in public 
and in private; and Dr. Gaster shows that the practice of reading the Law is of 
very ancient date. The Haham also shows how the text was read. I[t was sub- 
divided, he contends, into small paragraphs called by the general term Parasha. 
This ancient and oldest division of the text has been preserved with the utmost 
fidelity in the scrolls of the Law; and the Massora has preserved these mio to 

nciden- 
tally, Dr. Gaster remarks that ‘the very fact that the Bible has not one title or 
one name for the whole of its contents brings ont more clearly than anything else 
the fallacy of the idea of a Canon, established or sanctioned by the synagogue. 
If the synagogue had at any time established such a Canon, it would have coined 
@ proper name for it. The absence of such a name is sufficient proof to doubt, 
nay, even to deny, such a Canon of the synagogue. It may be a startling propo- 
sition,” Dr. Gaster adds, ‘‘ but it will be discussed in another essay, forming 


* another chapter of my studies in the history of the Bible.” 


One of the most striking of the articles in the /’eview is that formed by 
three unpublished letters of that fine Jew, the late Dr. Mandelstamm. ‘These 
epistles throb with the intense sincerity and passion for his people which always 
characterised him. In one of the letters, written in March, 1899, he mentions 
that he had received from one of his most trusted colleagues the news that just 
before the foundation of the (Zionist) Bank, a coup against the Zionists was 
planned by a group of Orthodox Rabbis. This it was, he says, that excited him 
most, for he was afraid that such an affair could do great damage to the cause. 
Then follows these by no means flattering remarks about Rabbis :— 


It goes without saying that I generally have perfect respect for those Rabbis who 
fultil their duties with dignity ; IL acknowledge and am thankful that our Rabbis appre- 
ciated and preserved Judaism till the beginning of this century; but Ido not doubt that 
most of our Rabbis of to-day are not suited for their profession. That which protected 
us before the degeneration in the (rhetto does not keep us any more, and the process of 
detrition proceeds with great speed. Most of our present Rabbis do not do anything for 
the preservation of the Jewish, spirit; they have no knowledge and are fanatical, and in 
fact do not care for anything else than their petty personality. 


The third letter contains a passionate outburst ‘propos of the Blood Accusa- 
tion. Some one, it seems, had sent Dr. Mandelstamm some essays on the subject. 
But he scornfully says that the sender would be mistaken in supposing that he 
would use them to defend his coreligionists in this question. ‘‘If,” he writes, “the 
misfortune happens to anybody to fall into a robber’s or a murderer’s den, no 
logic, no appeal to human or divine righteousness avails to avert the murderer's 
hands; one looks for a favourable unguarded moment to run away. If it is 
possible, well and good; if not, death.” He is convinced, he exclaims, that 
‘“you cannot hope to do anything with these antediluvian troglodytes.” One 
“only lowers oneself, and does not further anything by it.” Instead of 
bothering about the particular gibe directed against them, let the Jews, he 
says, deliver as many of their people as possible from ‘this Russian hell,” 
and with true insight he goes on to point out the real gravity of the Russo-Jewish 
problem—‘ those who stay there will be the sure victims of a physical and moral 
degeneration.” ‘Fly from here. Sauve qui peut,” he cries, in ringing tones. 
He is happy because every year, thanks largely to emigration, the number of Jews 
in Russia decreases by 30,000 to 40,000. ‘To beg, pray, or crawl before the Cross,” 
he concludes, “I never would consent. I do not agree with the opinion of 
Ecclesiastes, that it is better to be a living dog than a dead lion.” 

It is interesting to recall the effect which the same hoary blood 
legend had upon Ferdinand Lassalle, concerning whom an article from the 
pen of Alexander Behr appears in the /fieview. Then, as now, the fable 
sprang to new life in all quarters; and Lassalle, like Mandelstamm : after 
him, did not think of arguing with it. Writing in his diary concerning the 
famous Damascus Accusation, he exclaims: “Was ever a revolution more 
justified than that the Jews of that town should rise, set the houses alight from 


all corners, explode the powder magazine and perish with their persecutors.” | 


There is the same feeling of despair here as in the case of Mandelstamm, though 
while a note of Samson-tragedy appealed to the theatrical Lassalle, Mandelstamm 


preferred the more practical method of emigration. In another entry in his diary 
Lassalle remarks :--- | 


Again the absurd stories that Jews require Christian blood. The same story at 
Lemberg as in Damascus. That the accusation comes from all corners geems to indicate 


that the time has come when indeed we must obtain Christian blood: Aide de toi et le 
Ciel t' aidera. 


Jewry’s failure to rise against its oppressors filled Lassalle with scorn and 
contempt, and he apostrophises his brethren thus: ‘Cowardly people, thou 
deservest no better fate. The trodden worm wriggles, but thou only bendest 
ower. thou dost not know how to bury thyself with thine enemies. 
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Thou art born to servitude.” 
way. 

s. Behr believes that had Lassalle lived to see another blood accusation, a 
pogrom, or a Dreyfus affair, he would surely have championed the cause of the 
Jews with the same passion as characterised all his actions. But one must not 
overlook the cooling influence of the dislike for his race which Lassalle developed 
in later years. He regarded the Jews of his time, as Brandes has reminded us, as 
representatives of the materialist and capitalist class, which he strove to crush. 
Towards the end of bis life, Lassalle was wont to assert: “Two things in the 
world are my special objects of hatred, journalists and Jews, and I am both.” 

The Review contains a translation by Miss Bella Lowy of an article by Dr. Brann 
on “Prussian Jewry, a Century Ago and Now.” The most important part of this 
contribution, perhaps, comes towards the end, where Dr. Brann expresses the 
opinion that German anti-Semitism will not have a lasting effect. 

It is also a matter for gratification that, to ward off the evil, large new unions have 
come into being which are apparently gaining in extent and influence. The Central 
Association of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith, the German-Jewish Union of Con- 
gregations, and, before all, the Society of German Jews, are designed in order to 
oppose, with prudence and energy, all attempts against the Jews, to defend the equal 
rights accorded to us, and at the same time to maintain in all affairs right and justice, 
and, in spite of all attacks, to uphold the Jews in their patriotism and in their duty of 
co-operation inthe general welfare.. 

Dr. Brann draws the welcome conclusion that there is life and movement in 
the German Jewry of to-day. ; 4 

Interesting articles are also contributed by Dr. J. Abelson who writes on the 
Rabbinical Interpretations of the Genesis Cosmogony, and by Mr. Herbert M. 
Adler, who replies to the criticisms passed by Mr. Fox, in a previous number of 
the Review, upon the memorandaom on Jewish religious education which was put 
before the Jewish Religious Education Board last December.

TRANSACTIONS OF THE JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF ENGLAND. Vol. VI, 
1908-1910. (Price to non-members one guinea.) 


The Jewish Historical Society in its latest volume of transactions has pro. 
vided fare sufficiently varied to satisfy the palates of all its numerous members. 
The scholars will turn first to Mr. Lucien Wolf’s “Josippon in England” and to 
the two papers on the Naturalisation Bill of 1753, and especially to the complete 
bibliographies with which the value of all three papers is enhanced. To the same 
circle Professor F. W. Maitland’s ‘‘ The Deacon and the Jewess” together with 
Mr. Israel Abrahams’ prefatory note will also appeal, except perhaps that Pro- 
fessor Maitland’s contribation to Anglo-Jewish history does not appear here for 
the first time and has probably been read elsewhere by those interested in Anglo- 
Jewish history. 

Another essay, based on original research, which deals with but a corner of 
Anglo-Jewish history yet illumines a much larger field than that with which it is 
immediately concerned, is the Rev. I. S. Meisels’ history of the Jewish community 
of Portsmouth from 1766 to 1842. Portsmouth was throughout that period a 
typical provincial community, and its history is the history in miniature of 
provincial Anglo-Jewry. Mr. Meisels’ contribution to the new material of Anglo- 
Jewish history is thus a valuable one and should not lack appreciation outside of 
the narrow circ!e immediately interested in the town. | 

- The most generally welcomed features in the volume will, however, be the 
two contributions from the pen of the late Major Martin Hume, one of the most 
distinguished working members whom the Society possessed. By the death of 
this renowned historical scholar the science of history, English scholarship, and 
the Jewish Historical Society are appreciably the poorer. The Society did well 
when it secured the co-operation of Martin Hume, and his contributions to the 
present volume by themselves would raise it to a permanent place in English 
historical literature. The first of these essays, “‘ The So-called Conspiracy of Dr. 
Ray Lopez,” was read before the Society in April, 1908. As printed now, it has 
been enlarged by an appendix consisting of two relative documents to be found in 
manuscript in the Paris National Archives. The story of Dr. Ray Lopez, Queen 
Elizabeth’s Jewish physician who was accused of conspiring to murder the ()ueen, 
and having been found guilty, was hanged, is by now, thanks to the discoveries of 
Sir Sidney Lee and Mr. Lucien Wolf, sufficiently familiar not to require repeti- 
tion. Doubts as to the guilt of Lopez, despite his condemnation, have long been 
rife, and it was to an examination of the evidence on which this condemnation 
was based that Major Hume devoted himself. It will be a satisfaction to his 
Jewish readers to welcome this complete vindication of the most distinguished 
figare in the Middle Period of Anglo-Jewry history. The second contribution of 
Major Hume, ‘‘Some Debts the World owes to the Spanish Jews,” can scarcely be 
said to deal with any aspect of Anglo-Jewish history. The eminence of the author 
is doubtless considered the justification for its inclusion in the present volume. 

The last essay in the volume, which from point of view of value, if that were the 
guide, should be the first, is Mr. Lucien Wolf’s brief note on “Josippon in England,” 
together with a list of English editionsof Josippon. Josippon, the pseudo-Josephus, 
is a more or less legendary post-Biblical history of the Jews. But it was a very 
widely circulated popular work, read and enjoyed in all parts of Europe. To this 
book, therefore, is due, as Mr. Wolf points out, a great part of the sympathetic 
feeling towards Jews, the legitimate descendants of the heroes of the Old Testa. 
ment, with which European opinion came gradually to be permeated, that 
resulted, it is true only after the lapse of centuries, in the general emancipation 
of the Jews of Western Europe. Mr. Israel Abrahams’ introduction to Professor 
Maitland’s essay opens with a well-deserved panegyric on the learned author, 
whose death deprived English scholarship so prematurely of one of its 
ornaments. Mr. Abrahams directs especial attention to the interest dis- 
played by Maitland in, and his services to, Anglo-Jewish history. He 
then continues with a valuable contribution of his own to the discussion 
of the theme of Maitland’s contribution. Mr. Albert M. Hyamson’s 
“The Jew Bill of 1753,” and Mr. Israel Solomons’ “ Satirical and Political Prints 
on the J ews’ Naturalisation Bill, 1753,” are complementary of one another, and 
the bibliographies appended to them cover the whole of the publications, of which 
anything is still known, which poured forth during the agitation of 1753. 

The remaining contents of the volume, which extends to 319 quarto pages, are 
Presidential Addresses delivered by the Rev. S. Levy and the Rev. Professor 
Gollancz, short papers by Professor Felix Liebermann (King Alfred and Mosaic 
Law), Dr. Hartwig Hirschfeld (An English Voice on the Emancipation of the 
Jews), the Rev. 8. Levy (A Supposed Jewish Conspiracy in 1753), and Mr. 
Maurice Myers (Some MS. Sidelights on Jewish Emancipation), a longer paper by 
the Rev. Professor Gollancz (A Contribution to the History of the Re-admission 
of the Jews), a note by Mr. Albert M. Friedeberg on some Anglo-Jewish law 
cases, the text of the first Bill for the emancipation of the Jews in England, with 
notes by Mr. Israel Abrahams, and a report of the dinner held in celebration of 
the jubilee of Jewish emancipation. The volume is very properly dedicated to the 
tere of jthe late Chief Rabbi, a Vice-President and Past President of the 

iety. 

The principal criticism that oan be raised-against the volume, and this a 
repetition of the criticism raised in these columns against the previous volumes of 
transactions, is the belatedness of the gremter portion of the contents. If the 
date on the cover, 1908-1910, were correct, this criticism would be serious enough, 
for a volume published in 1912 should continin papers read in 1910 at the earliest ; 
but as it is, of the eleven papers read before the Society which are reprinted here, 
no less than seven were delivered previous to the vear 1908, the earliest dating 
back as far as January, 1906. Surely the authorities of the Society must recognise 
the unfairness both to its authors and to it; members of delaying publication of a 
paper for almost seven years. Has the & ciety ever considered the question of 
publishing volumes of Transactions, aay evexy y second year? The American Society 
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and all other similar societies publish annual volumes. The English Society - 
appears to be the only exception to this rule. If these Proceedings were published 
periodically it is certain that the present well-founded complaint of insufficient 
support would have far less justification. Moreover, not all the papers read before 
the Society during the years which preceded the year 1910 have as yet been 
published. For instance, we miss Dr. Gaster’s Presidential Address, without 
question one of the most valuable ever delivered before the Society ; Mr. Wolf's 
paper on the Jews of the Canary Islands; and the two scholarly papers read before 
the Society by Dr. H. P. Stokes, in January, 1907 and January, 1909, respectively. 
Possibly the last two papers form part of the often promised monograph by Dr. 


Stokes on the Jews of Cambridge, but surely the others are not to be allowed to 
remain unpublished. ©.:8.

SYRIANS NOT JEWS. 


To the Editor.—[From “AUSTRALIAN HEBREW.” 


SiR,— Our encyclopedic friend, I. A., has made his one slip in your columns 
of July 26th. He should not have accused Mr. b.J. Brady (author of ‘‘ The 
King’s Caravan’’), of reprehensible carelessness. or this author does not sneer 
at Jews in writing of Syrians, or, as the Australian will persist in calling them. 
Assyrians. He means actual Syrians, natives of the Levant, often Christians, 
sometimes Moslems, but never Jews. Mr. Brady, indeed, explains that the 
Australian lumps together “ Syria, Afghanistan and India” in contrast to “ white 
men”; and this is because they are alluding to persons by birth dusky Asiatics, 
not white Europeans. The distinction is geographical rather than racial, and 
certainly not religious; for the Russian Jew is everywhere here recognised as a 
brother white, while the Syrian Christian is objected to as the non-white. In_his 
intense passion for a White Australia, the Australian looks askance at every 
Asiatic as introducing an alien strain of blood. The Jew and .|Jewess the Australian 
considers as white as himself, and is even inconveniently anxious to marry. The 
17,000 Hebrews in the Commonwealth are not noticeable or noticed, they are one 
of the white elements whose numbers, it is hoped, will increase; but the 8,000 
Syrians, Afghans and East Indiana are everywhere watched to see whether their 
numbers are still decreasing. Few Australians care to sneer at the Jew; they all 


know him too well and like him greatly. And he warmly returns the neighbourly 
sentiment.

HERR JACOB BRANDEIS, PRAGUE. 
[From our Correspondent. j 


PRAGUE. 

The Jewish community of this city deplores the death of one of its most active 
workers, Herr Jacob B. Brandeis, who passed away in his seventy-eighth year. 
Herr Brandeis was the descendant of an old, much-respected Prague 
family. His father, Herr Bermann Brandeis, was for forty years head cashier 
and manager in the banking houses of our coreligionists, Simon Edler von Lemel, 
of Vienna, and Leopold Ritter von Lemel, of Prague, respectively. Of his 
father’s brothers, one was a Russian Court Councillor and prominent physician, 
the other a Colonel-Intendant in the French Army. Herr Brandeis was the 
editor of several periodicals, such as Die Geyenwart and the Israelitische Gemeinde 
Zeitung, the founder of an illustrated Jewish almanac (Jilustrierter Israelitischer 
and the author of a manual of natural science. He 
also contributed to various newspapers and quarterlies. In 1880, he estab- 
lished himself as a bookseller and publisher, and founded, in 1896, the 
Jewish Universal Library. Upwards of a hundred small volumes, some of 


them from his own pen were published by him, the popular edition of ‘‘ Sippurim ” 


(a collection of Jewish legendary stories) being among them. 
lished a branch-office in Breslau (Silesia). In 1870 he was elected a member of. 
the Town Council of that city. He specially interested himself in a charitable 
institution for providing poor Jewish boys and girls with clothing, at the head of 
which he had been for thirty-sight years, and which received a very remarkable 
impetus from his indefatigable activity. Herr Brandeis was also one of the 
founders of the Jewish holiday camp association, and for many yearsa member of 
the committee of the ‘‘ Central Vereia zur Pflege jiidischer Angelegenheiten.” 
He has left three sons, ons of whom, Dr. Arnold Brandeis, is & physician in the 
Civil Service. At the funeral, the official circles of this city were represented by 
high dignitaries, and on behalf of the Town Councila wreath was laid on the bier.

THE ANGOLA SCHEME AND GERMANY. 


The Angola scheme appears to have raised apprehension in German South- 
West Africa. The Liiderttzbuchter Zeitung (which is published at Liideritz Bay), 
has published an article on the scheme, expressing the opinion that England, 
Germany and the Congo could not view the settlement of Jews in Angola with 
indifference on account of their likelihood to penetrate into the territories of those 
countries and capture their commerce. . | 


Progress of the Emigration Department. 
The Ito Emigration Department (at Kieff), has issued a report on its activity 


during 1911.. The report dwells on the difficulty of diverging the emigration stream 
from the large Jewish centres in America, as practically every Jewish family in 


the Pale had relatives and friends in these centres, and the emigrants were there- 
fore anxious to go there. 


Nevertheless, it conducted last year 1,158 emigrants in 
fourteen parties to Galveston. Sixty-seven per cent. of them were artisans, 8'6 
per cent. were commercial employés, and 6 per cent. were merchants, the remain- 
der having had other occupations at home. 


CONGREGATIONAL VISITING AT HAMPSTEAD. 
The Rev. A. A. Green's Pastoral Letter. 


To the Editor.—[From “A DAUGHTER OF UNVISITED MEMBERS 


OF THE HAMPSTEAD SYNAGOGUE.” 


Sik,---I have been inuch interested by the correspondence which the Rev. 
A. A. Green’s pastoral letter has evoked in your valuable paper, and the feeling 
that I have gathered from it is that Hampstead, as a congregation, is extremely 
sorry for itself. But communities, like individuals, whilst bewailing their mis- 
fortunes, often forget to be grateful for their blessings, and this neighbourhood is 
indeed fortunate in having secured the services of the Rev. W. Stoloff as Chazan. 

Although a member of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, it has been my 
privilege to discuss religious ideals from the orthodox point of view with Mr. 
Stoloff, and seldom has it been my good fortune to meet a Minister who is inspired 
by a more deeply religious faith and a keener desire to improve the spiritual wel- 
fare of his flock. The Judaism of his fathers is the very life and blood of his 
being. Every form, every economy, every prayer of our religion is sacred in his 
eyes because he believes that it comes as a divine command from God himself. 
In these days of gross materialism and hollow shams, it is refreshing to meet 
some-one who acts and believes first and preaches afterward. There is no sermon 
equal to that of a sincere and devout life. 

I sympathise with Mr. Green’s difficulties, I am sorry for the discontent 
which is so rife amongst the members of the Hampstead congregation. But is 
there not a remedy for both? I am only an outsider, so, of course, my surmise 
may be wrong. But it does seem strange that, filled as Mr. Stoloff is witha 
burning and sincere desire to promote a deeper religious feeling among his congre- 
gants, he does not do more. Could it be possible that Mr. Stoloff’s ideals do not 
always receive that courteous attention which they so richly deserve? I do not 
know. But of this I am sure. If only the Hampstead congregation knew and 
appreciated their Chazan as he deserves to be known and appreciated, they 
would find a new spirit growing up in their midst. Whatever improvements Mr. 
Stoloff brought forward, they would be inspired by no aims of self-advancement. 
Already his numerous acts of kindness, about which no fuss is ever made, have 
cheered the hearts of those who have benefitted by them. Surely, then, the con- 
gregation need not fear to give a little more power to Mr. Stoloff. He will not 
abuse it, for the man who really “ walks humbly with his God,” will never sacrifice 
the good of his flock for selfish or personal ends. 
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PERVERTING JEWS: 
The Bishop of Stepney’s Efforts. 
> 
To the Editor.— {From “ P.L.1.”)] 


SIR,—As a Jew with a deep love for his faith and a pride in his race, yet with 
a belief that there is good in all religions which acknowledge the Father, I venture 
to break through the restfaint I have felt for a long time past in addressing you on 
the above subject. 

When a Prelate of the Church of England—a leader in a country which prides 
itself more than any other country in the world on its civil and religious liberty— 
addresses an assembly of East End Jews and tells them they have only to put the 
coping stone (the cross) on their ancient faith, it appears to me to be nothing 
short of a travesty on his own church. 3 

_ While admitting he wishes the Jew not to ignore Abraham or Moses, still he 
wishes him (the Jew) to cap his belief by putting the cross on the top. 

Surely, the Bishop of Stepney knows full well that the symbol of the cross 
does not appertain only to his own religion. He must know that the discoveries 
in Assyria and Egypt have confirmed the fact that this symbol was used centuries 
or thousands of years before the Christian era, even with birds (doves) on its 
branches. Further, in a recent South American Supplement of the 7'imes, there 
was a most interesting article on the cross in Central America and Mexico— 
the archmological discoveries in those countries proving that the cross with birds 
was a religious symbol also centuries before the advent of Christianity. 

There is scarcely need to appeal to the minds of thoughtfal readers-—that the 
cross in ancient times was the symbol of bloodthirsty religions in which the 
sacrifice of human life must have been almost an everyday occurrence. Therefore, 
does it not seem irony that the cross should represent the teaching of the Founder 
of Christianity, who first and foremost preached ‘‘ Peace and Goodwill” to all men. 
Has this pure doctrine ever had any considerable influence in the practice of the 
Christian Faith? The simple answeris: none. It would fill too many of your 


_ pages to quote the great and tremendous facts in the history of Christianity in 


confirmation of that simple negative. 
Does the history of the so-called civilised portion of the human race present a 


' more tremendous and appalling fact than the bloodthirsty persecution at the 


present time of the Jewish faith and race carried ont in the name of the Saviour 
of the World ? Does the history of the Christian Church within itself tend to show 
that “* Peace and Goodwill” has been the predominant factor ? 

The almost innumerable Christian sects show unfortunately the spirit of 
enmity, jealousy and rivalry. In the Protestant Church alone there are about 
three hundred modified creeds. | 


We are now again on the threshhold of religious as well as of political strife 
in the North of Ireland. 
Recently reading a small work, “Our Sailor King,” the following points 
appealed tome. There is a reference (p. 125) to the impression the midship- 
man, Prince George, with his brother, had after attending in Jerusalem the celebra- 
tion of the Feast of Passover in a Jewish household ; it reminded them of the 


- picture of the “ Last Supper.” 


There isa reference in the same book (p. 127) to the visit to the Basilica of 
Constantine, in which there is the grotto which it is believed Christ was born. 
** Intense jealousy exists between the Latin and Greek priests concerning the right 
of either to the site of the manger and of the altar of the Magi, and there was 
some little jostling between them while the Princes were present "—and further, 
** one’s religious feelings there are rather confused by finding that the Turkish 
guard have always to be kept under arms in the very grotto itself, to prevent 
squabbles and worse between two branches of the Catholic Church over the birth- 
place of the Prince of Peace.” 

The foregoing reminded me of the account the late Dean Stanley (Memento 
of Westminster Abbey) gives of how the Archbishop of Canterbury and the 
Archbishop of York fought on the steps of the altar for precedency. 

‘* Jesus Himself said that he brought a sword, realising that His truth would 
divide families and set nations at variance’’ (‘‘Old England,’’ by W. Shaw 
Sparrow). 

To many minds the facts I have stated would appear to be mere platitude, 
but are these facts ever considered with reason—and common sense, reason— 
one of the greatest gifts given us by the Almighty ? 

It is the foregoing paragraph which brings me to the question to which I 
allude at the opening of this letter. 


Seeing, it may be presumed, that the Christian priesthood concentrate their 


. efforts to the conversion of the Jew apparently from the religious and spiritual 


point of view only, I now ask is there not a more subtle raison d’étre in the face of 
overwhelming facts in regard to the untiring efforts towards annihilating the Jew ? 

I have slowly become convinced that there is, viz., that a body of intellectual 
and learned men must know, feel and have constantly at the back of their minds, 
that while a Jew exists he is ise living symbol of the purity and strength of the 
faith which he professes, and is a standing menace to the doctrines and 
dogmas which have honeycombed the spirituality of Christianity.

JEWISH COLONISATION IN PALESTINE. 


REMARKABLE STATEMENTS. 


The Times of Saturday last printed the following from its Constantinople 
correspondent :— 

A recent issue of the Osmanischer Lloyd contains a most interesting and 
instructive review, communicated by a correspondent from Haifa, of the results of 
Jewish colonisation in Palestine and of the principal agencies by which it has been 
effected. The Jewish colonists and other recent Jewish immigrants now form at 
least half of the entire Jewish population of Palestine and are rapidly increasing iu 
numbers. The townsfolk of the “new Yishub” inclade a considerable number of 
traders and professional men, and are especially strong at Haifa, Jaffa, and 
Jerusalem. The colonists now own 40 villages and about 40,000 hectares (100,000 
acres) of land, 75 per cent. of which are under cultivation, viz., 8,600 hectares 
(21,000 acres) in Judea (15 colonies), 6,000 ager acres) in Samaria (8 colonies), 
16,200 (40,000 acres) in Galilee (16 colonies), and 200 (500 acres) in the Trans- 
Jordan country (1 colony). The most importaat of these settlements, which were 
founded between 1878 and 1902, ‘are Petach-Tikvah (1,500 colonists), Rishon-le- 
Zion (1,000 colonists) in Judea, Zikhron-Jacob (1,000 colonists) in Samaria, and 
Rosh-Pinah (800 colonists) in Galilee. 

The early progress of these settlements was slow, and in spite or because of 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild’s very generous benefactions, many of them were the 
reverse of self-supporting at the end of the nineteenth century. A great improve- 
ment has been manifested in this respect since 1899, when the Jewish Colonisation 
Association of Paris took over the management of the colonies, the balk of which 
are now economically independent. Viticulture and the cultivation of oranges, 
olives and wheat form their principal occupation. According to the obviously 
well-informed correspondent of the Osmanischer Lloyd, the following Zionist 
organisations are now at work in Palestine. 

(1) The Jewish Colonial Bank of London with its offshoot, the Anglo- 
Palestine Company, which has branches in Beirut, Haifa, Hebron, Jaffa, 
Jerusalem and Safed. ‘This institution is principally engaged in making loans at 
very low rates of interest to Jewish agriculturalists and traders. (2) The 
Managing Board of the “ Jewish National Fund,” which has planted extensive olive 
orchards and purchases land which is not re-sold, but divided into allotments and 
leased to settlers or otherwise exploited for the benefit of the Fand. (3) The 
Palestine Land Development Company which has acquired large properties on the 
shores of the Sea of Galilee. (4) The Erez Israel Colonisation Company of 
Cologne. (5) The Berlin Jewish Women’s Cultural Association, and (6) the 
Wolffsohn Foundation of Cologne, which is employed in building workmen’s 
houses, 

JEWISH EDUCATION. 


The education of the Jewish population of Palestine is mainly in the hands of 
the French Alliance Israélite Universelle, with 15 schools, 70 teachers and 2,200 
pupils, and of the German-Jewish Hilfsverein of Berlin, with 22 schools, 150 
teachers and 3,000 pupils. Six schools in which the Talmud and Torah are taught 
through the medium of Hebrew, are controlled by the “Free Union for the 
interests of Orthodox Jewry,” of Frankfort-on-Main. Two girls’ schools are 
managed by the Anglo-Jewish Association of London and the “ Chovevi-Zion ” 
Association of Odessa, while certain important private schools, ¢.9., the Theodor 
Herzl Memorial High Schooi at Jaffa, the ‘“ Bezalel” Arts and Crafts School at 
Jerusalem, and the German-Jewish Union’s Polytechnic School now building at 
Haifa—also deserve mention. 

The Osmanischer Lloyd’s correspondent estimates the number of Jews resi- 
dent in Palestine at 100,000. In the opinion of the writer and others who have 
studied the subject, this estimate is below the mark. There are now from fifty to 
sixty thousand Jews in Jerusalem alone, and despite the “red passport” where- — 
with foreign Jews must provide themselves on arriving in Palestine and which 
limits their stay in the country to three months, the infiltration of foreign Jews 
into the land of their origin continues, as does their direct or indirect purchase of 
urban and agricultural land. Bat whatever be the truth as to the numerical 
strength of the Children of Israel in Palestine, the economic and cultural progress 
that has followed the advent of the new settlers is indisputable. The well-kept 
orchards and fields of the Jewish colonists in the Plain of Sharon, and the clean 
and well-built Jewish quarters of Tel Ariv and Nachaloth-Benjamin at Jaffa are 
object-lessons to the Gentile neighbours of the newcomers. Improvements in 
irrigation and agricultural methods, the drainage of pestilential marshes, the 
planting of trees in a country that has been ruthlessly deforested, have all 
accompanied Jewish colonisation. 


ZIONISM AND GERMAN INFLUENCE. 


The connection between Zionism and the growth of German influence in — 


Palestine has been denied by Jewish writers in the British Press, but the 
Osmanischer Lloyd’s correspondent has no hesitation in acknowledging its existence. 
Sufficient attention has not been paid, he holds, to the services rendered to 
Deutschtum as well as to the Turkish Empire by the Jewish immigrants. The 
economic interests of German and Jewish settlers in Palestine are identical, while 
the ends of German commercial policy must, he hints, be furthered by the fact 
that the East European Jews now established in Palestine understand German to 
a man, their “ Yiddish ” speech being simply a middle-high-German dialect, the 
vocabulary of which contains a certain proportion of Hebrew and Slavonic words. 

It will be noted that the great majority of the agencies—economic or educa- 
tional—which have been enumerated are German-Jewish. The Alliance Israélite 
Unwerselle is the one important exception, for there is nothing distinctively 
English or Anglo-Jewish in many institutions that are generally described or have 
been registered as such. Given the predominantly German-Jewish character of 
Zionism, the British public and those who guide its political opinions will be well 
advised to take more than a platonic interest in the movement. The Jewish 
Press of Austria and Germany has not proved itself peculiarly Anglophile of late 
years, and to judge from the attitude of the principal Zionist organ in Constanti- 
nople there is a strong Anglophobe current among many of the Eastern Jews. 
But, apart from these considerations, there is the question of the maintenance of 
British prestige in the Arab world. That prestige has been rising steadily for a 
generation in consequence of our administrative successes in Egypt, our naval pre- 


dominance in the Red Sea and the Persian Gaif, and the extension of our Empire 


over large areas of Islamic Africa. However much one may sympathise with the 
appeals made to British sentiment on behalf of Zionism by eminent Jewish 

ublicists or admire the progress made under Zionist auspices in many parts of 

alestine, it is impossible to forget that the Arabs, Moslem or Christian, of Pales- 
tine and the adjoining countries will not allow themselves to fall into a state of 
economic dependence on the Jew without # struggle, and that the possibility of 
such a struggle tends to increase pari passu with the increase of the Jewish popt- 
lation of Palestine. In such an eventuality, indiscreet manifestations of sympathy 
with Zionism on the part of any important section of the British public might con- 
ceivably cost us the confidence of the best elements in the

It 
was likewise agreed to provide the Heorew Gymnasium in Jerusalem with a plot 
for the erection of a new building as soon as the Building Fund of £4,000 had been 
collected and the maintenance of the Gymnasium had been assured, and more- 
over to grant the Tachkemoni School (upon the application of the Mizrachi) a plot 
of land under similar conditions. 


A LABOUR: BUREAU?IN “JAFFA. 


A Labour Bureau has just been opened in Jaffa for the purpose of supplying 
information to all intending emigrants to Palestine concerning employment in the 
country. The Bureau announces that the port authorities at Jatfa and Haifa 
require from immigrants a foreign passport countersigned by a Turkish Consul ; 
all those who are unable to produce such a passport must pay a fee of 83. upon 
landing in Jaffa.

DEAR MR. BENTWICH,—I sincerely regret that this is the first opportunity 
I have had of writing to you. I had promised to communicate with you on my 


arrival in Jaffa, in explanation of Mr. Loewe’s article in the JEWISH CHRCNICLE, * 


so as to enable you to acquaint others with the actual state of things either verbally 


or by an answer in the JEWISH CHRONICLE to Mr. Loewe’s denunciation. I have 


unfortunately not had enough leisure all this time for so long and serious a letter; 
the teaching, which for a whole year I had neglected, claimed all my attention on 


- my return; what had been omitted during the year, I had to make up in lessons 


and lectures. Besides this, as organiser of the Gymnasium the task awaited me 
of clearing up the different relations arising from my journey, and of sorting 


receipts, etc. At last, now that I am fairly settled down to work again | am able 
| to pay off my debt to you. 


To begin with, then, about Mr. Loewe. What I had supposed from the 


_ beginning was accurately confirmed to me in Jaffa: Mr. Loewe attended one 
_ gingle lesson at the Gymnasium, and what hedeclared about the Gymnasium, 


with all the conviction and assurance of the critic, he gathered from empty 


| rumours going about in Jaffa and Jerusalem. The one thing that he states as 
- having personally testified concerning the instruction of “Pirke Aboth” is 
_ thoroughly characteristic. When I asked the teacher, Dr. Zifroni, how he could 

- possibly have omitted the Mishua on ‘“ Moses received the law from Sinai” he 


replied: ‘ The class that Mr. Loewe attended was engaged on the second lesson. 


_ ITexpounded the Mishna in the first lesson, I could not wait to do so till Mr. 


Loewe came.” And Mr. Loewe’s other observations are founded on similar bases. 
Notable, too, is his remark that all ‘‘ Freien ” who have praised the Gymnasium 
are anti-religious, an opinion which no one can corroborate who knows anything at 
all about Jewish life in Palestine.

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on the difference between German and Russian education stands on very weak 
legs. It is clear that Mr. Loewe does not know that there are only two masters 
in the Tachkemoni who matriculated at Universities in Germany, while ten of 
our masters were trained in public schools in Switzerland and Austria. Of course 
there is here no question of Russian education. Altogether, the article obviously 
tends to praise the Tachkemoni at the expense of the Gymnasium. I have no 
objection to Mr. Loewe’s activities in connection with the Tachkemoni, but they 
should be impartial. I am afraid, too, that he examined the methods of the 
Tachkemoni in the same way that he did those of the Gymnasium, as well as the 
relations between pupils and parents, of which he speaks so much. 

The attacks on co-education, on instruction without hats, and on the method 
of Bible teaching are not new; much has already been said and written about 
these subjects. Mr. Loewe’s conclusion that co-education is opposed to the 
Jewish spirit is altogether unfounded; in many Cheders in Russia, boys and 
girls learn together, as they do in almost every schoo! in the Palestine colonies. 
This is a difficult pedagogic question concerning which there are many diverse 
opinions ; when the Gymnasium was founded, we decided that co-education was 
not only not disadvantageous, but was, on the contrary, distinctly profitable for 
both boys and girls. An experienced examiner would not venture to draw from a 
single visit of one hour such conclusions as those of Mr. Loewe. 

As to the hat, we are in no way convinced by Mr. Loewe’s argument that 


the resident Christians and Mohammedans cover their heads ; we have nothing to © 


do with them. Much importance is attached to the wearing of the hat in Western 
countries, because this is the external difference between Orthodoxy and Reform ; 
but the wearing of the hat in no way belongs to the essentials of Judaism, so we 
allow the pupils to doin school as they are accustomed to do at home, those that 
wear their hats there wear them in school. Where Hebrew is only a “ Loshon 
Kodesh,” where it is but very rarely used, it is only natural that the head should 
be covered to mark a distinction. But where Hebrew is the every day language 
for the Jews, then the only alternative is either to wear the bat always or not all ; 
and in the latter case there is no need to put it on when engaged in study. 

As regards the teaching of the Bible, the esteemed investigator refers to ‘ Achad 
Ha’am,” who also opposes my manner of teaching. Iam surprised that Mr. Loewe 
has forgotten to state “‘Achad Ha’am’s” opinion on the other points in question, 
especially concerning the religious spirit which ‘“‘ Achad Ha’am ” found in the Gym- 
nasium. Then, perhaps, he would not have said that the spirit which we cultivate 
in the hearts of the children is opposed to faith ; in fact, destroys it. Perhaps this 
. also is a method of investigation: to quote an authority where it is convenient, 
but not to quote where one’s single-hour experience is at variance with the same 
authority ! | 

Bat what is really unbearable is the end of his article; where he accuses the 
Gymnasium of employing unjustifiable means of misleading people by its propa- 
ganda. You, dear Sir, are, the best witness that we never concealed our views 
and our workings. All who gave money knew that this is a mixed school, they 
could see by the photographs which I showed them, that some of the pupils were 
sitting there bareheaded ; they knew of all the accusations against the Gymnasium 
and yet granted their aid. I myself spoke openly about the position of matters in 
two speeches, in Hebrew and in German, that I delivered in London; in the 
report of my speech in the JEWISH CHRONICLE there was a detailed account of 
the position and all who supported the Gymnasium read it. How is it possible to 
speak here of misrepresentation. Perhaps this is a verification of the Talmudic 
saying: “He who declares a thing unworthy declares himself through his own 
defects unworthy.” Perhaps Mr. Loewe has also misrepresented the Institution 
. which he so ardently recommends; but that does‘not concern me; I only speak 
for the Gymnasium and not for that establishment, especially as I do not know it. 

Let this suffice in answer to Mr. Loewe’s article. On the main question I[ 
should like to say that a school in which the Bible is taught in its own language, 
in which all Jewish legends, parts of the Talmud, and the main portions of the 
literature of the Middle Ages are read and where Israel’s prayers are read and 
explained, and the meaning of all the festivals and fast days made clear—such a 
school cannot be spoken of as an anti-religious institution. In all our teaching 
we are concerned to give a clear idea of the subject taught, on grounds of simple 
discipline. When we teach the Prophets we let them speak; our task is only to 
give expression to their ideas and aims. Similarly with the teaching of the 
. Hagadoth and of all other portions of our literature. If no religious spirit can be 
found here I am at a lossto know where one should tind it; we cannot look for it 
in the catechism which Catholics and Protestants have introduced. | 

One thing we must admit. we do not absolutely demand observance of the 
ceremonies from our pupils—this is an affair of the home and not of the school. 
If we made such demands we might really come into those conflicts with the 
parents, which Mr. Loewe already sees in ‘his imagination, but which in reality 
do not exist. The child of an orthodox house will find nothing in the Gymnasium 
which might hurt his religious feelings or which might bring him into conflict 
with his home; on the other hand, the child of freethinking parents learns of the 
religious observances; their practice must be taught in the home; we may not 
ourselves intermeddle with that. Whoever knows our pupils, knows that their 
attitude to religion is one of respect and reverence, and that can scarcely be said 
of all those who wrap themselves up under the cloak of religion. It is, in fact, 
unjustifiable to distinguish between a religious man and a nationalist—as so many 
do—as if every nationalist were anti-religious, and vice versa. To our sorrow, 
there are many orthodox Jews who are not nationalists, but every nationalist 
honours his faith and sees in it an expression of the national spirit. Whether or not, 
and how, he observes the Mitzvoth is the private concern of every individual. 

As to the Bible teaching and “ Achad Ha’am’s ” views on thesubject, it is difficult 
to deal with the question in all its details in a private letter. I am now engaged 
on a detailed article about the teaching of the Bible, in which I shall answer all 
“ Achad Ha’am’s” strictures. The article will appear in Haschiloach (in which his 
criticisms appeared). I willonly say a few wordshere. ‘“Achad Ha’am’s” remarks 
are not directed against the method—i.e., of teaching the Bible in its historical 
_context—on the contrary, he admits himself that the pupils know very much about 
the Prophets and approach them in a sympathetic and reverential spirit. 

When the Bible is taught in the Diaspora—translated into another language, 
the teacher can get over all difficulties by inaccurate translation. But here, where 
the pupils know the language, feel the strangeness of form and demanda solution, 
it isa far more difficult matter. In no case can anyone find anything in our 
teaching of the Bible which could depreciate its worth in the eyes of the pupils. 
The question is one of pedagogy, not of religious feeling. The criticism we allow 
ourselves is not the Higher Criticism of the Gentiles from which we must really 
protect ourselves. We make use of the helps to Biblical criticism of the knowledge 
which, to our sorrow be it said, strangers, and not we ourselves, have provided, 
bat we do not follow them in the conclusions to which they arrive. We do not 
touch the question of the authorship of the Torah, of Divine revelation, etc. 

We make the earnest effort to bring the Bible into life by teaching it in a 
way which suits the conditions under which our children live—I do not say we 
have already found the right way. We are seeking it; but we are seeking to save 
the Bible, to make it the foundation of life for our pupils. It is for this reason 
that the attacks to which we are submitted give us so much pain—give pain also 
to those who are in sympathy with us, and who, for the sake of peace, demand an 
explanation from us. 

Whatever changes we make in Bible instruction, there is a certain class of 
“orthodox ” Jews who will never be satisfied and whose goodwill we shall never 
obtain. You see with what weapons Mr. Loewe fights us; and yet I do not really 
blame him, for he is only a tool in the hands of others. Read carefully the reports 
of the meetings of the Agudath Yisroel, and you will trace in what direction the 
wind blows. Chalukah bodies, and circles resembling them, are fighting to the 
death all “new ” institutions, because they rightly see in them a “ destructive ” 
force.

WITH THE ... 


“Children of the Ghetto.” 


By ONE OF THEM. 


Curious narratives fall at times into this writer’s net. Here is a recen 
specimen, emanating from a devoted Jewish mother, who awaits breathlessly the 
opinion of the oracle--myself. The lady happened to be out shopping one day, 
her son and heir, a bonny little fellow of two summers, accompanying her. 
Shopping ended, she was wheeling her child away, when a clergyman’s wife drew 
the attention of her husband to the little boy. The minister agreed that the child 
was ‘‘a little dear,” and before the mother grasped the action, the clergyman had 
placed his hand on the’child’s head and uttered a short blessing. My correspon- 
dent, judging from her letter, was much upset at the idea of a minister of another 
faith blessing her child. What is there to be said? Certainly the incident was 
unusual, but, perhaps, after all, the action is traceable to the best of motives. 


Several interesting comments have reached me with reference to the need for 
civilising—in the widest sense of the word—the average Kosher butcher. Never 
was there such a flutter in London’s Kosher meat emporia, never so hearty a con- 
demnation of communal journalism as that which has fallen to the share of this 
hapless writer. And our withers are yet unwrung, e’en though a score of 
butchers have fell designs upon our life. That the attention drawn to the matter 
has done a little good is fairly evident. Already the Kosher knights of the cleaver 
are gentler mannered and suspiciously considerate. Yet, with this improvement 
in their bearing, one notices an ominoas increase in prices. Is this merely by way 
of revenge, or simply the long arm of coincidence ? 


The utilising of the free Holy day services by persons well able to defray the cost 
of synagogue accommodation has been ventilated in this column on more than 
one occasion. As has so frequently been pointed out, a regular trade was at one 
time effected in the sale of free tickets, and although the representatives of the 
United Synagogue assert that they exercise reasonable care in their method of 
distribution, the tickets appear somehow to get into the wrong hands. Judging 
from the class of persons frequenting the Assembly Hall this year, a great many 
of the legitimate poor were passed aside in favour of others for whom the tickets 
were not rightly intended. Free tickets are not issued for those who can manage 
to attend their devotions tricked out in “cluster” earrings and gold bracelets. 
The writer knows for a fact that quite a fair proportion of worshippers at the 
Assembly Hall were tradespeople in a fairly good way of business. The truth of 
the matter is that the authorities are hoodwinked by applicants who come before 
them in the sorry garments of seeming poverty. This is one of the rare instances 
in which the acumen of either the United Synagogue or its representatives appears. 
to be sadly at fault. 


An ingenious East Ender who possesses one of the open-air shelters recom- 
mended for the treatment of phthisical affections, has hit upon the idea of turn- 
ing the little hut intoa Succah. You will have to go a long way before coming 
across a Succah that can be revolved so as to get the full benefit of our elusive 
sunshine, and I think this case is quite exceptional. If anything, there are more 
private Succahs this year than last. One old lady who erects a Succah year after 
year ina tiny backyard near Brick Lane will never be persuaded to have the 
structure photographed. Its interior has an old-world atmosphere that makes one 
forget that Brick Lane and its squalour are such close neighbours. As for the laure! 
utilised for the interior decoration of the Succah, I have often wondered whence 
come these plentiful supplies. | 


We must not imagine that the difficulty with respect to the appointment of 
Jewish teachers in public schools, which has arisen at Nottingham (as reported in 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE), is non-existent as far as London is concerned. There 
are Jewish teachers serving under educational authorities other than the London 
County Council, to whom the question of absence during the Jewish festivals is a 
serious one. Where, however, objection is raised on this score in an important 
provincial centre, it would seem that a representative Jewish body like our Board 
of Deputies should be up and doing. 


We are becoming a nation of golfers, and it is safe to assert that many a West 
Hampstead Israelite will be able to speak with greater facility on the superiority 
of this, that, or the other cleek, or the latest thing in golf balls, than 
on the significance of the constituents of the seasonal Lulab. North-West 
lives golf, and no doubt it sleeps it, too. In a Harrow 
train the other afternoon, I noticed about a Minyan of Jewish golfers 
bound for a links hard by the famous town. Merchants and their 
sons, in business or retired, they carried their clubs with the ease born of 
long familiarity. A medical friend of mine sees no reason why our community 
should not produce a golf champion in course of time. The Jewish eye and brain 
are in perfect unison, and there is, in his opinion, an indefinable something in 
the general “get-up” of the Jew that should ultimately lead to this consummation. 


Rabbi Hirsch, who formed one of “a variegated human cargo of notables” to 
return to New York in the ‘“‘ Mauretania,” has been giving to a pressman on the 
other side his impressions of the London policeman. ‘In London,” he said, “ the 
police had long been suspected of exacting petty ‘ graft ’ from corner fruit-vendors, 
but the tribute they levy does not amount to much more than an apple or an 
orange per day.” That this petty graft does exist we all of us know, but we are 
not all aware of its comparatively extensive character. Were it “an apple 
or an orange a day” many of our Ghetto street-vendors would be 
highly delighted, bat the policeman does not let them down quite so 
lightly. There are undesirable characters in the police force just as there are 
in other walks of life, and it is for the Ghetto to put its foot down and refuse to be 
unjustly imposed upon. Then again, most localities get the policemen they 
deserve, and there are certain districts where, were it not that Robert held 
it in check, the trade rivalry of the peddlers would certainly place law and order 
in direst jeopardy. 


~~. There has been trouble once more in the barber shops of the Ghetto, and I 
can just picture old Douglas Jerrold fuming at any interference with the rights of the 
patron of the barber’s chair. The whole trouble centres around the International 
Union of Hairdressers, which is doing its best to persuade people not to frequent 
non-union shops. Unionism is all very well in principle, but when a Union man 
takes hold of a would-be customer’s coat-tails to prevent him entering his favourite 
shop the matter is above a joke. That, however, is just what happened a day 
or so ago, the incident finding its sequel in the local police court. The offender, 
a trade union barber staunch and true, gave an undertaking not to act the réle of 
of peaceful picket in the future, and was bound over to be of good behavieur for 
three months. Trade Union coercion of this kind is bad for all concerned. It 
will, if persisted in, drive Jewry to the inevitable safety razor, or lead it to 
cultivate the beard.

far off joys. But for the excellent club raised by youthful energy at his door he has no 
eyes. No wonder he is " Anxious”—he should certainly consult an optician without 
delay. Inevery other regard [can assure him there is no cause for his anxiety, but on 
the contrary much cause for satisfaction. 
The Jewish Young Men's Institute is a live and thriving club, as I can vouch, being 
a member and enjoying its privileges. If its rooms are not palatial they suffice for the 
modest requirements of its members. A good lecture and recreation hall well atocked 
with games, a small, comfortable library and a billiard-room afford all the mild dissipa- 
tion we seek. A temperance bar gives us all needed refreshment. We amuse ourselves 
at concerts and whist drives, and occasionally we trip the light fantastic. _ Nor do we 
neglect intellectual entertainment; during the winter we have a series of interesting 
debates and lectures on live subjects of everyday inrerest—quite a different kind of 
pabulum from that supplied by conventional Jewish Literary Societies. But we, too, 
are “anxious ” and our anxiety is due not to the want of a properly conducted club, but 
to the apathy of the members of the Jewish community. If the young men would rally 
round us in their hundreds instead of their scores, we would soon be in a position to 
ees 3 and support premises that would satisfy even the fastidious tastes of “ Anxious.” 
e are continually receiving advice from those who hesitate to take up the burden 
of management, or even the responsibilities of membership, lest they forfeit the pompous 
position of critics.

Cricket: Brief Review of the Season. 


The Jewish Athletic Association’s summer season on the whole has been an 
exceptionally good one. The athletic sports, favoured with fine weather, were 
successful, and the interest in cricket was sustained almost to the end. Notwith- 
standing the rain during July and August, most of the matches arranged on the 
fixture card were played. The men’s clubs, perhaps, did not display the same 
keenness as the junior branch of the Association, and we notice that North 
London, Old Victorians and West Central Men’s, on one or two occasions, were 
unable to raise a team. In the A Division the Old Boys’ club remained unbeaten 
and once again carry off the trophy. Free School were a good second and won all 
their games with the exception of the two against the Old Boys. The champion- 
ship of the B Division was not decided until the last Sunday of the season, when 
the Old Boys’ second team beat Hutchison House, and the latter club are to be 
congratulated on their successful return to Jewish Athletic Association cricket. 
The club, it will be remembered, had for a short period decided to withdraw from 
Association cricket and football competitions, preferring to play games arranged 
between the different ‘ Houses” into which the “ Hutch” is divided. Needless to 
say, their return was greatly welcomed, and the fact that they have again come 
into the fold should be to the mutual advantage of the club and the Association. 

Stepney well deserved the honours which they carried off in the C Division. 
Many clubs affiliated to the Association excel at one sport or another, and for a 
long period the standard of cricket has been very high at Stepney. In the D 
Division Stepney also led the way.. This division, composed of boys under 154 
years of age, has been a very good one, and the enthusiasm displayed by these 
youngsters might well be emulated by some of the clubs composed of “ grown-ups.” 
Many pleasant games were played in the Tennis Section, although the fixture list 
was not completed. Three clubs took. part in this section, Old Boys, Free School 
and North London. The latter were much the stronger, and J. D. 8. Haley and 
H. M. Auerbach proved themselves the best players, both in singles and doubles.

The Fame of Jewish Aviators. 


After the first great success of Count Zeppelin, the Vienna Newe Freie Pressé 
has found it opportune, writes a German correspondent, to remember that 
the real inventor of the airship and the builder of the first model for 
Zeppelin’s airships was the late Mr. Schwarz, a Hungarian Jew, who fell 
a victim to his scientific enterprise. The Frankfurter Zeitung also recently 
published an article on the history of aviation, in which the fact was 
recalled that the founder of the art of flying was Lilienthal, a German 
Jew. Notwithstanding these admissions, the German anti-Semitic Press till 
recently maintained that the Jews are cowards, and as long as they do not 
show courage in #ronautics, they are not entitled to rights enjoyed by other 
citizens of the Empire. However, since two Jews, Mr. Abramovitch (whose 
flight from Paris to St. Petersburg is still fresh), and Mr. Rosenstein, a young 
German Jew, a well-known flying master in Berlin, have won distinction for their 


. achievements in the art of flying, the anti-Semitic Press in Germany has become 


more reticent. The Neue Freie Presse is now generous enough to observe that 
Mr. Rosenstein, the present hero of the Berlin flying-ground, is the young son 
of a rich Wurtemberg Jew, and “instead of taking life easy, as many young 
Germans do, prefers hard and dangerous work, and is to-day the teacher of 


_ German army officers in the art of flying.” Needless to say, German Jewry is 


very proud of its intrepid coreligionist.

Cricket: Brief Review of the Season. 


The Jewish Athletic Association’s summer season on the whole has been an 
exceptionally good one.

The Fame of Jewish Aviators. 


After the first great success of Count Zeppelin, the Vienna Newe Freie Pressé 
has found it opportune, writes a German correspondent, to remember that 
the real inventor of the airship and the builder of the first model for 
Zeppelin’s airships was the late Mr. Schwarz, a Hungarian Jew, who fell 
a victim to his scientific enterprise. The Frankfurter Zeitung also recently 
published an article on the history of aviation, in -which the fact was 
recalled that the founder of the art of flying was Lilienthal, a German 
Jew. Notwithstanding these admissions, the German anti-Semitic Press till 
recently maintained that the Jews are cowards, and as long as they do not 
show courage in wronautics, they are not entitled to rights enjoyed by other 
citizens of the Empire. However, since two Jews, Mr. Abramovitch (whose 
flight from Paris to St. Petersburg is still fresh), and Mr. Rosenstein, a young 
German Jew, a well-known flying master in Berlin, have won distinction for their 
achievements in the art of flying, the anti-Semitic Press in Germany has become 
more reticent. The Neue Freie Presse is now generous enough to observe that 


‘Mr. Rosenstein, the present hero of the Berlin flying-ground, is the young son 


of a rich Wurtemberg Jew, and “instead of taking life easy, as many young 
Germans do, prefers hard and dangerous work, and is to-day the teacher of 
German army officers in the art of flying.” Needless to say, German Jewry is 
very proud of its intrepid coreligionist. |

Some of us carried round little flags with 
1)’ printed on them, and the procession gained greatly 
in sizs and colour from the assistance of the little ones. 


Showers of Sweets. 


After the service was over there used to be a shower 
of sweets from the ladies’ gallery, but thisoffended some of 
the people and the practice was abolished, little boxes of 
confectionery being distributed instead. Now, I believe, 
even these gifts have been discontinued. Some members 
of the family used to go to different synagogues on that 
night so that we might compare notes (and sweets! 
when we arrived home. At home everybody 
presents of sweets, and we used to play round games 
for nuts and sweets. Simchas Torah was the only night 
in the year that we children were allowed to play with 
cards. It was a very complicated game we used to 
play, but it aroused a lot of laughter, and it took a long 
time to play, because there was so much merriment 
as it proceeded. 
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
